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Sacto Mile finale 
Gardner wins in Brazil 
takes title 


Oxley’s the U.S. 
Speedway champ! 
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Eddie Lawson (Yam) beat Randy 
Mamola (Yam) by 11.4 seconds to 
win the final round of the 500cc 
World Championship in Buenos 
Aires, Argentina, on October 4. 
Newly-crowned World Champion 
Wayne Gardner (Hon) finished 
third, three seconds behind Mamola. 





Spaniard Sito Pons (Hon) won the 
250cc Grand Prix in Buenos Aires, 
topping Dominique Sarron (Hon) 
by two-tenths of a second. Third 
place went to Japan’s Shimizu 
Masahiro (Hon); Anton Mang, 
who had already wrapped up the 
250cc World Championship, 
elected not to ride in Argentina. 


The final point standings in the 
500cc Road Racing World Cham- 
pionship Series have Wayne Gardner 
taking the title with 178 points. 
Randy Mamola edged Eddie Lawson 
for second, 158-157, while Ron 
Haslam holds on to fourth with 71 
points. Fifth place in the champion- 
ship goes to Scotland’s Niall Mack- 
enzie with 61 points. Gardner won 
a total of seven races during the 
season, with Lawson winning five 
and Mamola three. 


In the final 250cc Road Racing 
World Championship point stand- 
ings, Sito Pons’ win in Brazil 
moved him into a tie for second 
place, behind Anton Mang, with 
Reinhold Roth at 108 points. 
Fourth place in the championship 
goes to Dominique Sarron with 
97 while Carlos Cardus ends up. 
fifth with 70 points. 


Eddie Lawson’s 500cc Grand Prix 
win in Argentina was the two-time 


World Champion’s fifth win of the 


1987 season and the 19th of his career. 
The win moves Lawson into a tie 
with Barry Sheene for seventh on the 
all-time 500cc GP win list, and puts 
him one victory behind Freddie 
Spencer who has 20 career wins. 


Team Suzuki's (Suz) Mike Harth, 
Thomas Stevens and Russ Paulk 
won the Texas 8-Hour round of 
the WERA/EBC National Endu- 
rance Championship in College 
Station, Texas, on October 3. 
Team Scream (Suz) finished four 


‘laps behind Team Suzuki to take 


second place with Genesis Racing 
(Yam) finishing third.

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serious economic impact on south- 
ern California motorcycle/ATV 
dealers, according to an analysis 
recently released by the Motorcycle 
Industry Council. The MIC reports 
that S7, which would close much of 
the California desert to off-road 
riding, would result in a 75% decline 
in new motorcycle and ATV sales in 
the southern California area, and a 
50% decline in off-highway vehicle 
use. Total sales, services, salaries and 
taxes raised from motorcycle/ATV 
sales and OHV use would decline 
from an annual estimated total of 
$248 million to $98.9 million, result- 
ing in. an estimated yearly loss of 
$149.1 million. If the measure is 
approved, retail sales for new off- 
road motorcycles and ATVs are 
expected to drop from $95.7 million 
to $23.9 million. The retail sales for 
used off-road motorcycles and ATVs 
are expected to drop from $17.2 
million to $8.6 million. Significant 
losses also are expected in the areas 
of parts and accessories sales, dealer 
servicing, dealer product advertising, 
vehicle financing charges, insurance 


. premiums, food and accommoda- 


tions for overnight trips to the desert, 
industry personnel salaries, and 
losses to state income from reduced 
licenses and taxes. 


Fifteen-inch passenger car tires 
should never be fitted to 15-inch 
motorcycle rims, the Motorcycle 
Industry Council warned recently. 
Pointing to published articles 
which condone the use of 15-inch 
passenger car tires on motorcy- 
cles and sidecars equipped with 
motorycile rims, the MIC cauti- 
oned that, “A 15-inch motorcycle 
rim actually has a larger bead seat 
diameter than a 15-inch pas- 
senger car rim and each tire type 
is designed to fit only its corres- 
ponding rim. If any attempt is 
made to mount passenger car tires 
on 15M/C motorcycle rims, it 
may cause one of the beads to 
break with explosive force and 
could cause serious physical 
injury or death.” 


According to a TUF Racing press 
release, motocrosser Keith Bowen 
has signed to ride for the team in 
the 1988 125cc Nationals and. the 
Supercross Series. It is undecided 
whether Bowen will be aboard TUF- 
sponsored Kawasakis or Suzukis in

I would 
support a bill to require everyone 
who rides a motorcycle to success- 
fully complete a Motorcycle Safety 
Foundation course or a tiered licens- 
ing system based on ability, expe- 
rience and age. However, I will 
oppose your Motorcycle Safety Act 
in every way possible. 

The ability of a motorcycle to 
accelerate quickly is one of its best 
safety features. The avoidance of 
danger and possible collision is often 
accomplished better by getting out 
of harm’s way, not by locking up the 
brakes.

And please, no Big Brother 
telling me what is too dangerous. I'll 
make that decision for myself, thank 
you.

AMA Grand National Championship Dirt Track 
Series/Camel Pro Series: Rounds 18/16

Parker edges Shobert 
in Sacramento Mile 





Team Harley-Davidson’s Scott Parker won 
the 1987 season finale at Cal-Expo State 
Fairgrounds, taking a controversial victory 
over Team Honda’s Bubba Shobert in the 


25th running of the Sacra- 
mento Mile. 

The two factory riders 
crossed the finish line in 


such close quarters that no one 
watching was sure who had won the 
race. When repeated reviews of a 
videotape produced by the Cycle 
News Finish Line Camera failed to 








show a clear winner, official 
observers awarded the win to Parker. 

“When we reviewed the Cycle 
News stop action camera, the frame 
with Scott and Bubba at the finish 
line was inconclusive,” said AMA 
Dirt Track Manager J.B. Norris. “We 
viewed it many times and couldn't 
make a determination from the 
pictures. So officials at the start/ 
finish line had to make the call and 
they called Scott Parker the victor.” 

Video recordings from the Cycle 
News Finish Line Camera were clear 
enough to determine third place, 
however, a battle that went down.to 
the wire between Freddie Spencer/ 
SuperTrapp Racing’s Doug 
Chandler and new AMA Superbike 
Champion.Wayne Rainey. Chardler 
got the nod by a hair, forcing road 
racer Rainéy to settle for fourth, his 
best performance in a dirt track this 
year. 

In the $17,500, five-lap Camel 
Challenge sprint race between the 
top six qualifiers, Shobert took the 
win — and $10,000 first-place money 
— over Parker and dirt tracker- 
turnec'-road racer Jim Filice. 

The win in the 25-lap main event 
marked Parker’s third National 
victory on Cal-Expo’s one-mile oval, 
and while he was happy with the 
outcome, ne would have rather won 
the race outright. 

“All I want is the right decision,” 
said Parker. “If Bubba beat me by 
an inch and a half, I want him to 
take the win. Rut it’s really hard to 

„Say. It was handlebar-to-handlebar 
and we were bumping e!bows (at the 
finish line). I looked at (the video- 
tape) and it was so close I really 
wouldn’t have wanted to call it.” 

“I’m not the referee, but 1 thought 
I had 1!,’’ said Shobert. “Our han- 
dlebars hit just before we crossed the 
line. It was a hell of a race, it was 
close, but it’s not for us to call. The 
AMA makes those decisions and it 
seems strange how they just did that 
one.” 

Both riders felt fortunate that there 
had been no championship at stake. 
A potentially explosive situation had 
been diffused by the fact that Shobert 
had wrapped up both the Camel Pro 
and National Dirt Track titles before 
the season finale in Sacramento. 

The situation was potentially 
explosive because many felt Shobert 
had won the race. Had a title been 


riders

-Would have followed. 


The finish was so close that every 
one of the 40-odd spectators in the 
Cal-Expo press box, including this 
reporter, felt Shobert had crossed the 
line first. But officials. and many 
spectators viewing from trackside, 
including Cycle News photographer 
Dan Mahony, gave the nod to Parker. 
Fortunately, for the Michigan dirt 
tracker, it was the official word that 
counted. 

Parker’s win, taken before 16,802 
northern California race fans, earned 
him a total of $5180 from the $40,000 
purse. When added to a $1500 bonus 
from Harley-Davidson for winning 
the National, and to $2500 for 
placing second in the Camel Chal- 
lenge, Parker took home winnings 
of approximatley $9180. 

Shobert earned about $13,435 — 
$10,000 for winning the Challenge 
and $3435 for placing second in the 


-feature race. Chandler collected 


$2240 for third in the National, and 
$1000 for fifth place in the Camel 
Challenge. 

Final Grand National Champion- 
ship Dirt Track Series point stand- 
ings at the end of the race showed 
Shobert taking his third straight 
number one plate with 228 points. 
Parker finished out the season in 
second place with 211 points, 
Chandler edged Harley-Davidson 
factory rider Chris Carr for third by 
one point, 177-176, and two-time 
National Champion Ricky Graham 
filled out the top five with 169 points. 

Final standings in the Camel Pro 
Series battle had Shobert in first 
place with 203 points (good for 
$100,000 in Camel point fund 
money), Rainey in second with 144 
($25,000); Chandler in third with 133 
($20,000), road racer Kevin Schwantz 
in fourth with 132 ($10,000) and 
Parker in fifth with 106 points 
($5000). 


Time Trials 


Carr rode his H-D Motor Co./Mert 
Lawwill/Shoei/Hobie Apparel/ 
Hap Jones/R.S.Taichi Harley- 
Davidson to a record qualifying lap 
of 37.117 seconds (96.99 mph), 
breaking the old mark of 37.143; set 
by Rainey on a Lawwill Harley in 
1985. Carr made the record run'on 
his second attempt after waving off 
his first qualifying run, which would 
have been good enough for second 
fastest time. 

Parker posted second-fastest time 
aboard his Bill Werner-tuned factory 
Harley, stopping the clock at 37.19. 
Californian Keith Day clocked in at 
37.206 to take third fastest time, 
while Filice, aboard an Eddie Atkins- 
tuned Harley-Davidson, was fourth 
fastest with a time of 37.241. 
Chandler posted a 37.227 time on his 
Freddie Spencer/SuperTrapp 
Honda to qualify fifth fastest and 
Shobert rode his Skip Eaken/Ray 
Plumb-prepped Honda to sixth 
fastest at 37.281. 

Texan Terry Poovey, California’s 
Alex Jorgensen, Rodney Farris of 
Maryland and Ohio’s Steve More- 
head rounded out the top 10. Les 
Washbon was the 48th and final rider 
to qualify for the program from the 
49 riders who made the attempt. His 
cutoff time was 39.708. 


Heats 

Five of the six riders on row two 
in the first 10-lap, Expert heat race 
were moved to the penalty line for 
attempting to jump the start, includ- 
ing Billy Herndon, Tim Mertens, 
Chad Felicio, Mike Inderbitzin and 
Washbon. 

Hud Racing’s Ted Boody nabbed 
the holeshot when the light finally 
turned green, but by the end of the 
first lap he had been dropped to third 
by Oklahoma’s Ronnie Jones and

Jorgensen, who is backed by Pioneer 
Truck Lines/Indian MC Supply/ 
Hi-Point/Red Line/Storz. Carr, who 
came off the line in fifth, drafted his 
way past the front runners to take 
the lead on lap four. At the midway 
point, Jorgenson, Jones and Carr 
crossed the start/finish line side by 
side, while Boody led Farris and 
Gardner Racing’s Steve Eklund in 
the battle for fourth. 

The three front runners swapped 
the lead several times in the closing 
laps, trading positions like little 
leaguers trade baseball cards, and 
when the checkers fell it was Jor- 
gensen holding a slim edge over Carr 
while Jones followed in third, taking 
the last direct transfer to the main 
event. Semi-bound Farris, Boody and 
Eklund rounded out the top six. 

Each of the final three Expert heats 
broke Cal-Expo’s 10-lap record of six 
minutes, 19.526 seconds, set by 
Shobert in 1984. } 

The first rider to crack the record 
was Parker, who won the second heat 
in 6:18.02 after battling fiercely with 
Marioneaux Racing’s Terry Poovey, 
Graham and Morehead for the full 
10 laps. 

Graham was the first rider into 
turn one, but by the end of lap one 
Morehead held the point, followed 
by Poovey, Graham, Parker and 
three-time National Champion Jay 
Springsteen. 

A four-rider, 10-lap battle followed 


between Morehead, Graham, Poo- | 


vey, and Parker, with each taking 
their turn leading the race. Both 
Graham and Morehead.made costly 
misjudgements when they slipped 
off the groove in turn one while 
leading the race. H-D Motor Co./ 
Tsubaki/Bell/SuperTrapp-backed 
Parker was the rider who led when 
it counted, taking the top spot ahead 
of Poovey and Graham. Morehead 
and Springer earned trips to the 
semis by filling out the top five. 

American Honda’s Shobert 
trimmed the record even more in the 
third 10-lap, Expert heat, winning 
with a time of 6:16.873. 

California’s Don Howard powered 
his Aztec Racing Harley into the top 
spot at the start of the race and held 
the lead through the first lap, 
followed by rookie Brian McDowell 
and Shobert. Both Shobert and Day 
powered by McDowell on lap two, 
then Shobert took the lead from 
Howard going into turn one on lap 
three. 

The newly-crowned, three-time 
Grand National Champion powered 
away to win the heat, while Day and 
Howard battled for second until Day 
finally claimed the spot for good on 
lap eight. Howard held onto third, 
and the last transfer spot to the main 
event, while veteran Hank Scott 
(riding in the last National program 

* 


of his 17-year career) finished fourth 
ahead of McDowell. 

The final Expert heat race was 
faster still, with Filice finally taking 
the record-by posting a 6:16.709 time. 

Scott Pearson nabbed the holeshot, 
but Filice held the lead at the end 
of lap one. Chandler and Gardner 
Racing’s Pete Hames battled for 
second behind Filice in the early 
going, while Rainey held down 

ourth over Don Estep and a fading 
Pearson. : | 

Chandler moved by Hames to take 
over second on lap four, then passed 
Filice briefly going into turn three, 
but he couldn’t make it stick. 

By the midway point, Rainey, who 
recently sold all his dirt track equip- 
ment and who was riding Shobert’s 
spare Skip Eaken-tuned Honda, was 
gaining on the lead trio while Filice 
was holding off a strong challenge 
from Chandler. Rainey drafted by 
Hames at the start/finish line to take 
over third on lap eight, then took 
second from Chandler at the same 
spot on lap nine. He passed Shoei/ 
Kal-Gard-backed Filice going into 
turn one on the final lap, but Filice 
drafted him on the back straight and 
held on for the win. Rainey took 


second and Chandler settled for third | 


and a grid spot in the main event. 


Semis 


The first 10-lap Expert semi saw 
a brilliant battle between Spring- 
steen, Boody and Eklund, but when 
the checkers fell it was Felicio who 
took the win. 

Springer nabbed the holeshot and 
led the race for the first five laps 
while Boody and Eklund argued over 
second and Felicio ran in fourth. 
Springsteen, Boody and Eklund 
battled fiercely for the top spot on 
laps sixth through eight, while 
Farris, riding the Honda RS750 
Rainey piloted most of this season, 
carved his way through traffic. 
Suddenly, on lap eight, Springsteen, 
Boody and Farris went down in turns 
one and two, and the race was red 
flagged and called complete. Felicio 
had managed to get around Eklund 
to take the win while the Gardner 
Racing pilot settled for second and 
the final transfer from the semi to 
the feature race. 

“We just hit some oil, I guess,” 
said Springsteen of the three-rider get 
off. “They both hit it with their front 
wheels; I hit it with my rear wheel. 
There was no contact.” 

Hames, Scott and Pearson battled 
throughout the second semi, swap- 
ping the lead back and fourth for the 
full 10 laps. Pearson led across the 
start/finish line to begin the white 
flag lap, followed by Scott and 
Hames. Both riders passed Pearson 
two turns later, going into turn three. 
Hames then drafted past Scott to win 
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Honda-mounted Alex Jorgensen (44) got around Texan Terry Poovey 
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(18) to finish fifth; Poovey crossed the finish line in sixth place. 


by an inch as the duo made the final 
mad dash for the checkered flag. 
Scott took second and the last 
transfer, while Pearson was headed 
for the LCQ. 


Last Chance Qualifier 


Pearson was moved to the penalty 
line at the start of the last chance 
qualifier, but by the end of lap three 
he was pressuring leader Morehead 
and second-place McDowell. 

The trio traded the top spot for 
the rest of the race, and McDowell 
led the fray on lap nine, followed 
by Pearson, Morehead and Mertens. 
McDowell and Morehead, running 
in close quarters, slipped off the 
groove in turn one on the final go- 
around, allowing Pearson to claim 
the last ticket to the National from 
a third row start. Mertens finished 
second, but it wasn’t good enough. 


Camel Challenge 


Privateer Day led the top six 
qualifiers off the line at the start of 
the Camel Challenge, but Shobert 
tucked under him to take the lead 
going into turn one, then Parker 
passed Honda-mounted Day to take 
second going into turn three. By the 
end of the first lap, Carr had dropped 
Day to fourth, Filice was running 
fifth and Chandler brought up the 
rear. 

Parker managed to pass Shobert 
and lead the race through the middle 
laps of the short, five-lap sprint, but 
Shobert repassed the factory Harley 
ace on the last circuit to take the win. 
Filice came out on top in a race-long 
battle for third with Carr, whose 
Harley was slowing from internal 
engine problems, and Chandler 
bumped Day to sixth at the flag. 

Filice had trouble off the line in 
the Challenge, and it would cost him 
dearly in the main event. “I think 
I busted second or third gear because 


the transmission locked up 
(momentarily),’’ he said.

National 


As the 17 riders took to the grid 
for the 25-lap main event, the last 
National dirt track race of 1987, 
Filice lined up in pole position, but 
he was without his motorcycle. The 
Atkins crew had the bike in the pits 
and was attempting to make frantic 
repairs to the transmission. Filice’s 
bike appeared on the grid with less 
than 30 seconds left in his two- 
minute grace period. 

Road racer Rainey nabbed the 
holeshot when the starting light 
turned green, and Filice, despite all 
efforts, was dead last off the line, his 
transmission apparently stuck in a 
gear too high. 
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Parker and Shobert initially took 
a victory lap together. 


By the end of lap one, Shobert led 


Rainey, Jorgensen and Parker, but 
Rainey repassed Shobert going into 
turn three to regain the top spot and 
hold it through lap two. By lap five 
Shobert had settled into first, Rainey 
was running second and Parker had 
moved into third, bumping Jor- 
gensen to fourth. Chandler’ held 
down fifth. 

Carr, who won the Sacramento 
Mile in April, was well back in the 
field. 

“Something internal took a dump 
on us,” Carr said. “It started to get 
slow in the Challenge and it just got 
slower and slower every lap until 
finally it got to where it wouldn’t 
run.” 

On the sixth lap, Freddie Spencer/ 
SuperTrapp/Arai/Bel-Ray/ERC/ 
ND/RK/Nankai/Hi-Point-backed 
Chandler moved past Jorgensen and 
set his sights on the Shobert/Rainey/ 
Parker battle for first. Jorgensen held 
down fifth, ahead of Poovey, Day, 
Jones, Howard, Graham and Scott. 

When Parker got around Rainey 
on lap eight, he and Shobert pulled 
away from the pack, setting their 
own pace and “playing” with one 
another. Both factory riders have 
been past victims of excessive ure 
wear on Sacramento’s abrasive sur- 
face, and neither was willing to push 
it to the limit to take the lead. A few 
times, as they ‘‘played,’’ Parker 
reached over and tapped Shobert as 
they sped out of a turn at 90 mph. 

For the next few laps Shobert anc 
Parker swapped first while Rainey 
continued to hold eff Chandler. 
Poovey and Jorgensen were fighting 


for fifth and Day led a sixth-place 


battle between himself, Jones, Gra- 
ham and Howard. 

At the end of lap 19, Rainey let 
his presence be known by passing 
Shobert going into turn one.

62nd International Six-Days Enduro 

















East Germany 


sweeps Poland

JELENIA GORA, POLAND, SEPT. 21-26 

East Germany swept this year’s running of 
the International Six-Days Enduro by 
claiming both the Trophy and Jr. World 
classes in the rugged mountains of northern 


Poland. Led by Simson rider 
Kladtke Reinhard, East Ger- 
many captured the Trophy 


class victory over the heavily 
favored Swedish team; then came 
Italy, Great Britain and Poland. The 


USA ‘Trophy team finished seventh 


for the second year in a row. 

The Six-Days was just about six 
days too long for the U.S. Trophy 
team, consisting of Mark Hyde, 
Larry Roeseler, Dave Bertram, Kevin 
Hines, Drew Smith and Jeff Fredette. 
Just after the start on day one, Hyde 
fell and broke his wrist. His chase 
rider then took over on Hyde's 
motorcycle against FIM rules. On 
day four the Hyde imposter was 
caught, but the FIM (for an unkown 
reason) did not penalize the U.S. for 
“cheating.” Hyde’s points stood. 

In the Jr. World bout, once again, 
East Germany soared to the victory, 
finishing ahead of Italy and the USA. 
France and Czechoslovakia rounded 
out the top five. 

Nineteen countries competed in 
Poland for the Trophy competition, 
and the only team that had a chance 
of snatching the Trophy team victory 


away from East Germany was 
Sweden. Sweden captured both the 
250 and 500cc class victories with 
Husqvarna riders Dick Wicksell and 
Svenerik Jonsson at the helm. But 
transmission problems to Mikael 
Nilsson’s Husqvarna on day one 
kept Sweden from the winner’s 
circle. Wicksell captured the overall 
individual victory. 

The USA’s Junior World team, 
however, pulled through with a re- 
spectable third. Fred Hoess, Aaron 
and Kurt Hough and Randy Haw- 
kins made up the American Junior 
World team with Hoess and rookie 
Aaron Hough claiming two of only 
six gold medals U.S. riders were to 
earn. Bertram, Himes, Smith and 
club rider Fritz Kadlec were the other 
four. This year’s top American in 
evaluation points was Bertram with 
a ninth in the 500cc class, riding a 
430cc Automatic Husqvarna, while 
top class finisher was Honda XR250- 
mounted Smith, who finished third 
in the relatively small 350cc Four- 
Stroke class. Silver medals went to 
Hawkins, Ron Ribolzi, Fredette, 
Kurt Hough, William Burgener and 
Jeff Irwin. A total of 25 Americans 

a 





started the Six-Days, six did not 
finish. 

The Polish Six-Days was one of 
the toughest six-days in recent years. 
Warm and dry weather greeted the 
403 riders that started the event, and 
for the first three days the weather 
pretty much stayed the same. But a 
rain storm blew through Jelenia 
Gora between days three and four, 
making day four the toughest of the 
enduro. Days four, five and six saw 
very cold, wet riding conditions that 
forced many riders to drop out. 


Day one 


Following fairly elaborate open- 
ing ceremonies on Sunday, Monday 
morning dawned warm and sunny, 
and the first rider left Park Farme 
(start/finish/impound area) at 8:30 
a.m. Hyde was the first American to 
leave the start on minute 30, but his 
ride ended less than half a mile later 
when he said his front wheel dropped 
into a hidden hole and he was 
thrown over the handlebars, injuring 
his wrist. He managed to pick up 
his bike and continued down the 
road where his chase rider, Alan 
Randt, took over on Hyde’s motor- 
cycle. The illegal swap went unde- 
tected until day four when Randt 
clipped a rock with his rear wheel, 
pitching him into a tree at high 
speed. Randt was airlifted to a 
hospital and was put into a body cast 
with a dislocated and broken hip. 
Hyde’s broken wrist required a cast 
as well. 

Obviously, when Randt crashed, 
the cat was let out of the bag that 
he had been riding for Hyde illegally. 
However, following the Thursday 
night jury meeting, no penalty 

oints were assessed to the U.S. 
rophy team, so Randt’s evaluation 


points stood. No countries protested 


or seemed to care about the switch. 

After all the riders left Park Farme, 
the course led them through two 
approximately 90-mile loops, with 
one acceleration test, a terrain test, 
and two special (grass track) tests. 
Both the acceleration and terrain 
tests were used only once, on the first 
loop, while the same grass track 
special test was used twice a day for 
five days. Most ofthe trail on day 
one was considered by the riders as 
fairly easy, but three different hill 
sections on each loop kept the riders 
on their toes. 

The first hill came after check 
three. It had a gradual incline but 
slick mud and tree roots made it 
difficult to climb, forcing many 
riders to push and shove their 
mounts up the hill, thus many 
bottlenecks were formed. However, 
a fairly loose trail schedule kept most 
of the riders on time at check four. 
On the second loop, this section was 
thrown out. Riders were rerouted 
around the hill. 

Between checks four and five was 
the toughest of the three hills, and 
it was found during the terrain test 
section. Bertram described the terrain 
test: “It started out’as a fireroad and 
ended up as a gnarly, rocky uphill. 
The rocks were kind of like boulders, 
loose and wet. You had to push and 
shove.” 

German rider Bert Von Zitzewitz, 
riding a KTM 350, had the fastest 
time ın the terrain test with a 411.20 
score, as compared to USA’s quickest 
time of 470.46, set by Hines and his 
KTM 350. 

The third hill was a long, uphill 
climb over rocks and through mud. 
It, too, required many riders to get 
off and push, but it was during the 
second loop that gave the riders the 
most problems. Eventually, portions 
of the hill became a giant mud bog. 
“If it wasn’t for all the people in the 
way,” said Hoess, “the hills wouldn’t 
be so bad.” 








World team rider to lose any route 
points on day one was Junior World 
rider Kurt Hough, riding a Honda 
CR250. Hough lost three minutes. 

“As I came into check three on the 
first loop,” said Hough, “I noticed 
I had a flat tire, but I didn’t have 
enough time at that check to fix it. 
So I tried to ride through the next 
section, which was tight, and I lost 
three minutes. I fixed the flat at check 
four.” 

USA’s second casualty happened 
during the second loop Monday 
when club team rider Ed Marchini 
(JB Racing) had his Honda CR125 
seize after losing water in his radia- 
tors, putting him out of thé event. 

Sweden’s Mikael Nilsson had his 
countershaft break in his Husky’s 
transmission on day one, dropping 
780 points. This eventually cost 
Sweden the overall victory in the 
Trophy division. 

At the end of the first day, East 
Germany was leading France 
(headed by former ISDE overall 
winner Gilles Lalay, and 350cc Four- 
Stroke class leader Thierry Charbon- 
ier) by 120.90 points, 168:05-288.90. 
Third with 308.19 points was Cze- 
choslovakia, followed by Italy and 
Finland. USA was eighth. Nilsson’s 
transmission problems dropped 
Sweden to llth. 

In the Junior World division, East 
Germany led Italy by 30.14 points. 
Finland was fourth followed by USA 
and France. 

Top U.S. club team in eighth place 
after day one was the Mt. Baker team, 
consisting of Bergener, John Nielsen 
and Kadlec. The Merced Dirt Riders 
(Ribolzi, Dwight Rudder and Irwin) 
were llth. 

“Today was a breeze except for the 
hills and having to replace a radiator 
hose,” said Aaron Hough. “You had 
to push on the hills. Pd look up 
and all you would see were rocks and 
people all over the place pushing.”’ 

Day one wasn’t quite a breeze for 
Kawasaki KDX200 rider Fredette. He 
was bruised and battered afterwards. 

“Just before the third check,” said 
Fredette, “we were going down a 
rocky road, and I was picking up 
time. But the next thing I knew the 
bike was sideways and I was flying 
through the air. My shoulder hurts 
real bad and I think I sprained a 
couple of fingers.” 


The only U.S. Trophy or Junior

USA’s Todd Harris, a member of 
the Lubbock Trail Riders club team, 


had a water pump seal in his Honda 


CR250 go out on him during the first 


loop. “I had to put water in it all 


day long,” said Harris. “Tomorrow 
morning I’m going to change the 
seal,” which he did. 

Checkpoint M.C. club rider Mike 
Medick, riding a Yamaha YZ490, 
nearly houred out when he suffered 
back-to-back flat tires. However, he 
had the honors of claiming the fastest 
time in the acceleration test. 





Day two 


Day two used the exact same loop 
as day one but was run in the reverse 
direction. Temperatures were in the 
low 70s and skies were clear. It turned 
out to be one of the easiest days of 
the enduro. However, Kawasaki 
KX250-mounted Roeseler, riding 


with a badly injured knee supported . 


with a knee brace, came within four 
minutes of houring out when his 
bike began to sputter then quit 
running. The problem turned out to 
be the bike's ignition coil, and by

lem and fixed it, he had lost 56 


minutes (3360 points). 

Not only did Roeseler’s coil go out, 
but he crashed hard, as well. 

“I did a Freddie Spencer on the 
pavement,’ said Roeseler. “It was a 
long, fast, downhill straightaway 
with a sharp left hand turn at the 
bottom. The pavement was really 


slippery.” 
It wasn’t a good day for the 
Czechoslovakian team either. 


Trophy rider Bohumil Posledni 
(500cc Jawa) crashed hard on the trail 
and broke his arm, putting him out 
of the race and the team out of top 
contention. ` 

‘Hoess was sore and bruised at the 
end of the day. 

“Just after the terrain test,” said 
Hoess, “we were on a rocky trail and 
a rock rolled between my bike and 
caught my rear wheel, and flipped 
me over the bars. The bike landed 
on my back and pinned me between 
the rocks. It was a gnarly crash. It 
bent my bike’s subframe and just beat 
it up.” 

Despite the crash, Hoess did not 
lose any points on the trail, keeping 
his trail score clean thus far. 

Aaron Hough replaced an exhaust 
pipe in a check after smashing it in 
the terrain test, lost no points. Hoess 
almost dropped a route point after 
getting a flat tire, Checkpoint M.C. 
club rider Grant Palenske continued 
to zero the course but lost nearly 20 
seconds in the first special test when 
the throttle on his Honda CR250 
stuck wide open. 

Mt. Baker’s John Nielsen rode one 
section with a flat tire without losing 
a point, and. Hines and Bertram 
continued to battle for top American.

Day three 


The third day was the most 
uneventful day of the Polish Six- 
Days. A new trail was used along 


with a loose schedule, but the U.S.. 


was to lose another rider. Neilsen, 
who had dropped no points, went 
out after his Husky 430 seized. Last 
year in Italy, Nielsen also dropped 
out with mechanical problems, on 
the first day. 

“Between checks two and three, I 








got.a-flat ture,’’ said Neilsen. “‘So. I 
rode it to check three to fix it. I started. 
it on one side of. the check and 
finished it on the other. I took off 
and was making up time on this 
logging road and right at the end 
of the road, the main bearing went 
out, or I broke the piston. It was like 
it ran out of gas; it fell right on its 
face. I got it back going again and 
tried to nurse it to the next check, 
but I got about 200 more yards and 
it locked up for good. I guess it’s 
going to take five six-days before I 
finish one at this rate.” 

Roeseler’s problems continued on 
day three. “Going into the last check, 
going down a pretty steep little hill,” 
said Roeseler, “a rock hit the bottom 
of my fork leg and spit me over the 
bars before I even knew what hap- 
pened. I hit my helmet pretty hard, 
and I tweaked my handlebars good. 
I guess it’s just the way my six-days 
has been going.” 

Kurt Hough was limping around 
Park Farme at the end of the day. 
“I caught a rock,” said Hough. “It 
hit my foot between the footpeg, and 
now my ankle and knee really hurt. 
Other than that it was pretty boring 
today. Sometimes you start losing 
interest on the trail and that’s when 
you start making mistakes.” 

Hoess had a busy day. He had to 
replace the complete rear sub-frame 
section of his Husky and did so 
without losing any time. 

Hawkins came within 10 seconds 
of losing his first route point after 
experiencing three flat tires. He fixed 
the flats on the trail and in one check, 
he arrived 50 seconds into his grace 
period. 

At the end of the day, Hawkins 
said, “I hope it rains or something. 
If we hope to do good, then we need 
the trail to get tough and muddy, 
then we would have a chance.” 

Hawkins got his wish. 


Day four 


Following day three, a major 
thunderstorm blew through and: it 
rained all night long. By the start 
Thursday morning, the rain had 
stopped but it was cloudy, wet and 
cold. The day took its toll and riders 
began dropping route points in the 
mud, 

Only eight Americans managed to 
clean the course, which included 
Kurt and Aaron Hough, Fredette; 
Hoess, Hines, Kadlec, Smith and 
Bertram. For most of the American 
Trophy and Junior World riders it 
was a good day, but for most it 
wasn’t. 

Although Hawkins didn’t have 
any troubles with the wet and cold 
conditions, he did suffer a broken 
chain which cost him seven late 
minutes at one check. 

The U.S. lost another rider on day 
four, and that was Palenske when he 
got lost and missed a check, which 
is automatic disqualification. Up 
until then, he had dropped no route 
points. 

“Between checks nine and 10,” 
said Palenske, “we were going really 
fast down a fireroad, and there was 
a military truck parked perpendic- 
ular on the road. Apparently the 
course was supposed to turn left 
there, but there was a three-way “Y’ 
in the road, and if you went straight, 
there was a day four arrow. I just 
kept going, went another two min- 
utes and ended up at check 11 eight 
minutes early. I should’ve been at 
check 10.”’ 

Irwin had the same problem. “I 
came to the intersection and a 
marshal pointed me in the wrong 
direction,” said Irwin. “I went up 
the road, hit a main road and there 
were no arrows, so I cruised up the 
main road into check 10 and lost two 
points.”

Scarlet, riding a Husky 125, had a 
tough day. “I changed my forks in 
the morning and I lost four minutes 
leaving the start,” said Scarlet. 
“Then I ate it big time on a levee 
road. I ended up in a 10 foot gully 
with no way out. A bunch of people 
helped me get my bike out. My main 
concern was not to hour out,” which 
he did not. 

KTM rider on the JB Racing team 
for the U.S., Bob Bean, said he had 
an encounter with an angry Polish 
farmer. 

“At first I got a flat tire and fixed 
itat a check,” said Bean. “I couldn’t 
finish it in time so I had to carry 
the bike through the check and finish 
it on the other side. I got going again 
and was boogying down a tractor 
path at high speed. I got crossed up 
in ruts and took out some farmer’s 
fence. There was wood scattered 
everywhere. The farmer came over; 
Pm not sure if he was asking me if 
I was alright or if he was yelling at 
me. It sounded like he was cussing 
me out in Polish.”’ 

Bean dropped 2820 route points 
and dropped back to 54th in class. 

Lubbock ‘Trail Riders’ Reed 
Bright came within one minute of 
houring out on his Husky 250. “The 
bolts sheared off on the sub-frame,”’ 
said Bright. “It happened halfway 
around the first loop and I had to 
sit down the whole way to keep the 
seat and frame from flying up. At 
Park Farme, before leaving for the 
second loop, I had to fix it. I had 
to drill out the bolts and I burned 
up six drills in the process.” 


Honda rider on the Lubbock Trail 
Riders team, David Burke, also 
dropped a ton of points when a 
suffered a couple of flat tires and 
battled with the mud. 

“I had a tough time in the mud,” 
said Burke. “I fell down a bunch of 
times. It was generally a tough day; 
one of the toughest days I’ve ever 
ridden.” 

Bertram came close to dropping a 
route point. “In the tightest section, 
Itried to wheelie across a big mud 
bog,” said Bertram. “But I got turned 
around and stuck. I arrived to the 
next check 30 seconds into my 
grace.” i 

Riding in the 350cc Four-Stroke 
class on a Honda, Merced Dirt 
Rider’s Dwight Rudder said he lost 
time trying to change a flat tire. 
“From there it was a downhill battle 
with the mud bogs. It took me at 
least 20 minutes to get around some 
of the hills.” 

Ribolzi, who dropped five minutes 
on the day, said, “I just got behind 
and the ruts kept getting deeper, and 
as they got deeper, it just took me 
longer to get through it. I was just 
going for the finish. There were 
places we went through that the ruts 
were so deep, your feet were above 
the gas tank. The radiator shrouds 
were scooping up the mud.” | 

The high point of the day, how- 
ever, was Kadlec nailing down the 
quickest special test time in the 
morning test. He beat Wicksell by 
less then one second. In the second 
test, Kadlec was seventh fastest. 

By the end of the toughest day yet, 
only five American riders remained 
on gold, while most of them had 
dropped to bronze. At this point it 
was a matter of survival. 

East Germany maintained its lead 
in the Trophy division over Italy, 
while Sweden had moved up to third. 
Great Britian was fourth followed by 
Poland and Holand. USA was 
eighth. 

In the Jr. World bout, East Ger- 
many held a commanding lead over 
Italy and France, while the USA team 
was fourth. 


Day five-———_— 

Although it hadn’t rained ariy- 
more, the trail on day five was still 
Slick, wet and muddy, and the 
weather was cold and overcast. It was 
also the day that saw two more 
American riders drop out. 

Todd Harris, who had been bat- 
tling with water pump seals the 
whole enduro, finally dropped out 
when his water pump gave out for 
good near the start of the day. At the 
time, Harris was running on bronze. 

The last American to take a DNF 
was Mike Meddick. Meddick, too, 
was riding on bronze, and near the 
end of day five he noticed his rear 
hub was beginning to collapse. So 
he babied his YZ490 for the rest of 
the day and got less than a mile from 
the finish before the wheel got so 
loose that the chain flew off the 
sprockets and wadded up into his 
engine cases. Before he even had a 
chance to get it fixed, he had already 
houred out. 

Kurt Hough limped his Honda 
into Park Farme at the end of the 
day with a blown water pump seal. 
He dropped one route point along 
the way having to stop every few 
miles to fill his radiators with water. 
Before impounding his bike that 
afternoon, he did not have enough 
time to replace the rightside engine 
case, so he ended up plugging up 
the seal hole with a screw and epoxy 
in hopes of finishing the final day. 

Donnie Simone, who was 49th 
125cc after day five and riding on 
bronze, was ragged and worn out but 
hanging on for the finish and a 
bronze medal. 

“I’m just going slow,” said 
Simone. “It was pretty easy today, 
compared to yesterday, but I was so 
tired after yesterday that my feet were 
dragging and flailing all over the 
place today. So far the enduro has 
been tough, a lot tougher than I 
expected. It’s a challenge to just keep 
going. 

Day six 

Day six featured a short, 40-plus 
mile trail which led to the final 
motocross special test located on top 
of a grassy, rolling mountain. Kurt 
Hough managed to nurse his Honda 
to the finish, while Palenske chase 
rode behind Hough carrying extra 
water. Drew Smith got lost on the 
trail when spectators tore down some 
of the day six arrows for souvenirs 
and dropped a route point, which 
pretty much ended his assault for a 
class victory. 

The motocross special test 
attracted an estimated 40,000 specta- 
tors despite the cold weather. 

The first moto consisted of 80 and 
125cc riders and top American in this 
race was Aaron Hough. Hough 
landed a third place start out of 
nearly 25 riders, and eventually 
worked his way up into second. He 
was passed back and dropped to third 
again before falling down in a turn. 


He managed to maintain his third - 


place but was pressured from behind. 
Hough, however, pulled away and 
began reeling in the number two 
rider but could never make the pass. 
TM rider from Italy, Davide Trolli, 
won the moto. 

“I loved it!” said a smiling Aaron 
Hough, who collected a gold medal 
in his first ISDE. 

Ribolzi nailed the holeshot in the 
second 125cc moto but crashed 
during the first lap and dropped back 
to about fifth. However, Ribolzi 
worked back up to finish second. 

The next moto was the first div- 
ision of 250cc riders, which featured 
Wicksell, Italy’s Giorgio Grasso, 
Lalay, Australian Geoff Ballard, 
West German Uwe Weber and Amer- 
icans Hoess, Fredette and Hough. 


Wicksell led off the start and was 
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imed a silver medal. The Polish Six- 


Days was one of the toughest in recent years. 


pushed by Grasso the whole way, 
while Hoess battled with Lalay 
about seventh. Hoess held Lalay off 
for nearly 15 minutes of the 20 
minute moto, before he stalled his 
Husky in a turn, letting Lalay by. 

In the final 250cc moto, it was a 
Roeseler runaway. Roeseler grabbed 
the holeshot and never looked back, 
giving the U.S. its only motocross 
moto victory. 

French rider Stephane Peterhansel 
claimed the fastest time in the 500cc 
class, beating Sweden’s Svenerik 
Jonsson, Jawa rider from Czechos- 
lovakia Emil Cunderlik and Kram- 
it pilot Tulio Pellegrinelli (Italy). 

Hines and Kadlec battled head to 
head for the first half of the moto, 
while Bertram followed a few riders 
back. Hines eventually pulled away 
from Kadlec, who needed a good 
score to squeeze out a gold medal. 

The final moto of the day featured 
a spectacular show by Sweden’s 
stylish Peter Hansson in the 500cc 
Four-Stroke class. Hansson smoked 
everybody and claimed the fastest 
time of the day on his KTM, wrap- 
ping up the Polish ISDE. °

Oxley takes 


The 1987 version of the Coors National 
Speedway Championship had a little bit of 
everything for the massive crowd that gath- 
ered at the Orange County Fairgrounds. 


Great racing, a near brawl in 
the pits and a runoff to decide 
the National Championship 
for the second consecutive sea- 


son. When the final checkered flag 
of the night had dropped and most 
of the tempers had cooled, “Rad” 
Brad Oxley had his hand raised in 
victory. 

Oxley, just three days shy of his 


28th birthday and about four weeks — 


prior to the birth of his second child, 
was coming off third place finishes; 
the Ascot Track Championship and 
the California State Championship. 
For the National he had drawn 
position nine and he would have to 
start out of- the brutal gate three 
twice. Despite the bad draw he scored 
14 points. At night’s end he had a 
runoff with “Showtime” Bobby Ott 


for the crown and Ott drew the 


inside, but it was Oxley who ended 


up on the top step of the rostrum. 


Coming into the event most insid- 
ers predicted that event one would 
be the pivotal race of the meeting. 
It matched Ott off the pole against 
Mike Faria, Lance King and defend- 
ing National Champion Bobby 
Schwartz. King was replacing Kelly 
Moran, who had replaced Sam 
Ermolenko. 

Faria, who got the biggest cheer 
during the rider’s parade, rocketed 
out of gate two and took the point 
position over Ott, King and 
Schwartz. Ott came under Faria at 
the end of the opening circuit and 
he ran away from the pack to score 
his first convincing win of the night. 
Faria hung on for second while King

crashed across the line in third. 
Schwartz took fourth and his chances 


of retaining the title were minimal 
at best. , 

Robert Pfetzing won a history 
making event two ahead of Tuff 
McBride and Dubb Ferrell. Phil 
Collins made the history by being 
the first British rider to compete in 
the U.S. National, unfortunately he 
finished last. 

Event three provided the first 
controversy of the meeting as the 
tapes were broken on the start but 
referee Irwin Moon didn’t notice. 
Oxley led all four laps to take the 
win, but when the situation was 
pointed out to Moon, he declared 
that the race would be rerun at the 
end of the opening round. 

Steve Lucero and Billy Hamill, the 
youngest rider in the field at 17, gated 
in event four but Hamill parked in 
turn one and was hit by 1985 
National Champion Alan Christian. 
Both riders went down and a com- 
plete restart was ordered. Christian 
gated on the restart, but a charging 
Lucero ducked inside off turn four 
on the opening lap. Lucero took the 


lead and lengthened it out all the way. 


to the Jerry King checkered. 

When event three was rerun, Oxley 
again led all the way and scored the 
win by a comfortable margin. Bart 
Bast, who got pinched off in the first 
bend, came from last to take second. 

Ott opened the second round with 
a convincing win much to the 
delight of his fans. The only other 
rider to finish the event was Bast. Ed 
Castro’s machine called in sick just 
after the start while Collins lost a 
chain. 

Event six was another big one as 


it matched Lucero with Faria, Oxley 
and Pfetzing. Lucero was off the pole 


with Pfetzing out of four. Pfetzing 
got another fantastic gate but when 
he tried to come down to the pole 
in turn two, he tangled with Lucero. 
Both went down and out came the 
red. Pfetzing suffered a nasty blow 
to his knee cap but he still managed 
to make the rerun. 

On the rerun, Faria had the lead, 
but Lucero hit him in turn four on 
the first lap and “Flyin’” Mike ended 
up sitting against the crashwall and 
his hopes of becoming National 
Champion were over. 

When Faria and Lucero tangled, 
Oxley slipped underneath and 
snatched away the lead and win. 
That was one of the key moves that 
brought him the title. 

Gary Hicks defeated Hamill in 
event seven but event eight con- 
firmed that there would be a new 
champion. After a red flag due to 
Christian and Ronnie Correy taking 
a soul sample, Schwartz was leading 
the event when he had a drive chain 
let go as he came off turn two on 
the third revolution. Correy ended 
up the winner while Schwartz 


received a ride back to the pits from 
Ferrell. : i 

The fans were warming üp to Ott 
and he ran away with his third 
consecutive win of the evening in 
event nine. Correy added three more 
points to his total when he edged 
Faria in event 10. Even though Faria 
didn’t have a chance, the fans gave . 
him another big cheer before the start 
of the event. 

Ferrell took his only win of the 
night in event 11 when he edged 
Lucero. Things warmed.up in event 
12. Schwartz, from gate two, beat 
Oxley to the first corner and he set 
the pace for three laps. Schwartz was 
riding the edge of the cushion while 
Oxley continually tried the inside. 
Finally, as they closed lap three, 
Oxley picked up the drive, edged by 
the National Champion and led the 
last lap to the win. Three rounds 
were done and Oxley and Ott were 
tied for first place spot with nine 
points. The fireworks would then 
begin. 

Ott came out of gate four once on 
the night. That was in event 13 and 
he had a narrow edge as the pack 
hit the first turn, but Lucero 
slammed into him and they both 
cartwheeled through the air. Lucero 
ended up in the middle of the track 
while Ott ended up under his God- 
den at the crashwall. The red came 
out with Ott down for quite some 
time. Ott had bike problems and was 


sore and almost missed the rerun 


when a reserve was called onto the 
track. He pulled into his starting slot 
just before the end of his two 
minutes. 

The gate crashed skyward and 
Tuff McBride drove into the lead. 
Lucero was out second while Ott 
missed the gate. The crowd went 
wild as Ott fought his way to second 
and began to challenge Lucero for 
the point position. When the outside 
didn’t work Ott shifted down low, 
but Lucero shut the door on him in 
turn three on the third lap. That was 
all she wrote as Ott dropped a point. 

Ott quickly returned to the pits 
while Lucero jammed a defiant hand 
into the air on his slowdown lap. 
That drew the ire of Ott’s fans and 
the action was beginning to heat up. 

Faria finally won a race when he 
defeated Ferrell and Castro in heat 
14. Oxley took the overall lead when 
he scored a runaway win in event 


-15 over Christian and King. The 


fourth round ended when Schwartz 
got a flier and led all the way over 
Pfetzing. 

The stage was set for the most 
important race of the season at Costa 
Mesa. It was event 17 and it had Ott 
off the pole with Oxley on the 
outside. If Oxley won he was 
National Champion. If Ott won and 
Oxley finished second, there would 
be a runoff for first. For Ott to win 
it out right, Oxley would have to 
finish two places behind him. 

The green light flashed on and the 
tapes went up. Ott, who had to 
borrow a Weslake after his Godden 
was damaged in the tangle with 
Lucero, won the race to the first 
corner. Oxley hooked back inside off 
turn two and moved into second. 
Oxley stayed close but he could never 
get alongside and attempt to get past. 
Ott won by three lengths but the 
action moved off the track into the 
pits. Ott stopped as they exited the 
track and Oxley hit his rear tire. Ott 
dropped the clutch and roosted all 
over Oxley. That prompted Oxley to 
ride after him in the pits and the 
battle was on. The two speedway 
veterans went after each other in an 
ugly scene. A number of other riders 
and mechanics intervened but it took 
a good five minutes to get everybody 
settled down. - 

Back on the track, Christian and 





Correy took event 18 and 19 while 
Lucero closed the regular program 
winning event 20 over Schwartz. 
That gave Lucero third spot overall. 

The fans got ready for the runoff 
and the two riders, who were now 
bitter rivals, walked to.the starting 
line. Ott was the crowd favorite and 
he drew cheers when he won the coin 
toss for starting positions. He chose 
gate two. That forced Oxley to start 
in gate four. 

The entire grandstand stood for 
the start and they roared as the gate 
went up. Ott raced into the lead with 
Oxley close behind, but as fast as Ott 
had been going, it would be hard for 
Oxley to catch him. Ott led down 
the back chute and into turn three. 
Then, amazingly, he fell all by 
himself in turn four. Oxley laid it 
down and out came the red. There 
is no half the field rule in a two- 
rider race and referee Moon ruled 
accordingly. Ott was excluded and 
Oxley was the new champion. Ott’s 
fans howled their disapproval while 
Oxley’s fans stood -and cheered the 
new champion. 

At the same time that Oxley was 
celebrating, Ott took off his helmet 
and started the long walk back to the 


pits. The man they call “Showtime” | 


was anything but happy and when 
he was asked for a response he smiled 
and said, “I have nothing to say. No 
comment. Maybe later.” 

The always happy Lucero made 
his first trip to the National rostrum. 
“I blew my inside gates and I won 
on the outside. That is kind of rare 
but I will just have to take them as 
I get them. Next year I will just have 
to improve by two spots.” 

When asked about his tangle with 
Ott, Lucero said, “I hada little tangle 
with Bobby Ott and I bent it up a 
little bit (his bike). After that I kept 
it bent because it was going real 
good. I didn’t care if it was bent or 
not because I was just letting the 
clutch go and trying to win every race 
I was in.” 

Back in the pits Schwartz was in 
a gracious mood even though he had 
to give up the National Champion- 
ship. “It is one of those things. Both 
myself and Mike (Faria) had a lot 
of bad luck tonight. We did the best 
we could. I am happy that I raced 
in America and did what I did this 
year. I would have liked to have won 
it tonight and made it back to back, 
but there is next year. I really enjoyed 
myself this year and tonight. I will 
be around for a lot of years.” 

Oxley was besieged by well wishers 
for over an hour. He finally had time 
to do an interview. “I really can’t 
believe it. Me, National Cham- 
pion?,” he asked. “The Coors/KLOS 
FM/STP/Quaker State/Cirello/ 
Brant/Frame Shop Weslake ran 
great.” Oxley then went on about the 
runoff with Ott. “He was riding 
really hard and he just broke con- 
centration and let it get away from 
him. He threw it away all by himself. 
He wasn’t at the victory celebration 
(Trophy presentation to the top 
three) and I think he was throwing 
a “Wah” but he had a reason to be 
upset. He had the championship in 
his grasp on the first lap. When he 
went down I thought I should have 
been awarded the win but I didn’t 
know if Irwin Moon was going to 
call it that way. It is tough to make 
a decision like that so quick. That 
decision doesn’t come up every day 
when there is a runoff and one rider 
goes down.” e

Tyson Vohland launched his Kawasaki into 
the lead on the final lap to score his second 
Mickey Thompson Off-Road Champion- 


ship Grand Prix Ultracross main event vic- 


tory before a crowd of 24,167 | Silverbowl. Vohland moved 
at the fabulous Las Vegas through the pack from the fifth 





row to battle with Robert Naughton 
who started from the front row. 

Naughton led the main event until 
Vohland out-jumped the Honda 
rider over the double jumps on the 
final lap and continued on for the 
win. 

Tonight’s event was the MTGP 
season grand finale, which brought 
to conclusion the Series Points 
Championship. Jeff Matiasevich 
from La Habra Heights, California 
clinched the Ultracross Champion- 
ship title with a sixth place finish 
in the main event. 


Qualifying 

A qualifying session was held 
earlier in the day, with the riders 
taking two timed qualifying laps and 
keeping the better of the two lap 
times. The heat race starting lineup 
was determined with the fastest riders 
placed at the rear of the grid. 

Tommy Watts bested the 14 rider 
field with a time of 37.767, followed 
by mike Kiedrowski at 38.138 and 








Tommy Watts won the heat race, 
but was third in the main. 


Matiasevich at 38.342. Tyson Voh- 
land qualified fourth with a 39.249 
and the younger Vohland, Tallon 
rounding out the top five, who were 
all Kawasaki riders, with a 39.537 
clocking. 


Heats 


Watts, the fastest qualifier, and - 
Kiedrowski, second fastest, were 
placed at the rear of the field in the 
inverted starting lineup, with orange 
ribbons attached to their helmets. 
The ribbons aided the spectators in 
spotting them as they carved their 
way through the pack. When the- 
rubberbands on the seven rows 
snapped simultaneously, Naughton 
jumped into the lead followed by 
Tallon Vohland, Ken Arnold, Fran- 
kie Brundage, Scott Underwood, and 
Watts. 


Tallon Vohland inherited the lead 
from Naughton on the second lap 
while hard-charging Watts had 
already moved into the runner-up 
position. 

A very aggressive Watts tried 
unsuccessfully to pass the younger 
Vohland on the third lap. More 
experience prevailed as Watts 
slipped past Vohland before the 
double jump to take over the lead. 

The Kentucky native Watts con- 
tinued to increase his lead over the 
field, while Tallon Vohland 
remained in second. Kiedrowski 
moved through the pack to take over 
fourth, and apply pressure on third 
place Brundage. The elder Vohland, 
Tyson moved into fifth. They fin- 
ished with Watts taking the win. 
Tallon Vohland second. Kiedrowski 
moving past Brundage for third, and 
Tyson Vohland fifth. 











Robert Naughton led all but the 
last lap of the main. 


Main event 

The starting lineup was inverted 
according to the heat race results, 
placing the top finishers at the rear 
of the field. Honda rider Naughton 
jumped into the lead followed by 
Yamaha rider Russ  Wageman. 
Tyson Vohland, who started from 
the fifth row, then Matiasevich, and 
Ray Sommo. 

On the second lap Matiasevich 
muscled past Tyson Vohland for 
third, while Watts started his move 
through the pack, working up to 
sixth. : 

Naughton continued to hold on 
to the lead while the battle behind 
him ughtened up, with Matiasevich 
and Vohland moving past Wageman 
to take second and third. By lap six, 
Naughton had begun to feel the heat 
from the Vohland/Matiasevich bat- 
tle. It all turned sour on lap seven 
for Matiasevich, as he fell in turn two 
and dropped back to sixth behind 
Honda-mounted Sommo. 

Tyson Vohland had reeled in 
Naughton by lap eight and con- 
tinued to make serious challenges for 
the lead. Watts continued his aero- 
batic maneuvers over the double 
jump and sailed past Wageman to 
take over third. 
= The ninth and final lap brought 
the excited crowd to its feet as they 

watched Arai Helmets/Scott USA/ 
Hi-Point-sponsored Vohland soar 
his Kawasaki past Naughton overthe 
doubles and continue on for the win, 
with Naughton second in front of 
Watts, Wageman, Sommo, and the 
MTGP Ultracross Series Champion 
Matiasevich. 
. Vohland’s ride netted him a total 
of $1162 in earnings, and chalked up 
his second MTGP win for the year 
while securing fourth in the MTGP 
Ultracross Series points. 

The winner Vohland said of the 
MTGP Ultracross, “It’s a good, hard, 
fast race. It’s a little different style 
of racing. It’s nine laps as hard as 
you can go, I think it’s a good show 
for the fans.” 

Asked about getting through traf- 
fic quickly, Vohland replied, “The 
double (jump) was very good for me, 
because a lot of the riders were 
having trouble getting the drive from 
the first jump and I was able to jump 
past them and still clear the double 
and that’s where I was making most 
of my time and passes.”’ 3

Club racers set to 


Invade Riverside 


The fastest club road racers in the country 


will venture west to compete for $60,000 in 
the Suzuki GSXR750 and 1100 National 


Cup Series finale at R 


International Raceway on 
October 10-11. Leading the 
way will be last year’s big 


winner from the Road Atlanta 
final, defending champion in the 750 
and runner-up in the 1100cc classes, 
respectively, Texan Doug Polen. 


This year’s finale will include a 
showdown in the Yamaha Western 
600 Series, where 20 riders from 
northern and southern California 
have qualified to run for the $15,000 
in Yamaha contingency on FZ600s. 
Unlike last year, there will be no 
Honda contingency races in this 
year’s event. 


When the sun set on the 1986 final 
held at the scenic Road Atlanta road 


iverside (California) 


course, Polen came away the big. 
winner with his victory in the 750cc 
class and his second place in the 
1100cc ranks. Polen added a win in 
the Honda 500cc Interceptor series 
to.further pad his pocketbook. 


This year Polen may have a 
tougher time emerging from. the 
pack. Although he is the top-ranked 
rider in the field from AMA/Camel 
Pro Series road race Nationals in 
1987, Polen crashed heavily at the 
final round at Sears Point and broke 
both his ankles. He has been recov- 
ering at home and says he’s ready 
for Riverside, barely. 

“The ankles are good enough to 


ride,” the Texan said. “I’m not 100 
percent, but it'll be okay. I’m going

this weekend (October 3-4) to Texas 
World to ride and get into the flow 
of things.” 

Polen has never ridden at River- 
side, but he’s shown the ability to 
learn tracks in a hurry. He feels the 
southern California facility will be 
an adequate location for the finals. 

“From what I’ve seen on T.V. and 
from what I’ve heard, it’s not a bad 
track,” he said. “It looks a little 
rough, but everyone has to ride on 
the same track.”’ 

As far as who to watch for, Polen 
lists the riders from AFM North and 
South as the riders to beat. “I would 
imagine the Willow Springs and 
Sears people to go well. Steward 
(Chris), Richard Moore and Gray 
(Scott) and Pero (Iain) should be 
tough there. I also think Mike Harth 
should do well. Scott (Russell), if he 
doesn’t have any problems, should 
do okay; he and Jamie James are 
about equal. So all together there are 
about six to seven people to beat.”’ 

The only man to beat Polen last 
year in the finals was Dan Chiving- 
ton. The 29-year-old from Marion, 
Ohio, pulled the upset of the meeting 
at Road Atlanta when he snuck by 
Polen and Ron Ewerth to capture the 
1100cc class win. Chivington also 
finished fifth in the 750cc class. This 
year’s final will be held without 
Chivington. 

“T haven’t felt that good since 
Laguna Seca,” Chivington said. 
‘Tm staying home to get my body 
back together. I’ve been trail riding, 
etc. I wish I was going, but I’m better 
off to just stay home.” 

Riverside was chosen for the finals 
because it provides an almost neutral 
venue for the racers. It is about the 
only facility where club racers 
haven’t been racing every weekend. 
No one should have a clear-cut 
advantage at Riverside. 

There are, however, some southern 
California racers that have raced at 
Riverside. The AFM’s Moore, who 
finished second in 750cc points and 
first in 1100cc points in AFM com- 
petition and is one of those who will 
also ride in the Yamaha race, has 
Riverside experience. 

“T’ve raced out there two times this 
year,” Moore said. “I don’t see 
anybody having an advantage there. 
Everybody will get plenty of practice 
time and good riders learn tracks fast. 
It’s kind of neutral territory and I 
can’t really say who will do well. 
Doug Polen is always in contention, 
but I can see some upsets at this 
race.” 

The ever-growing list of compet- 
itive DOT-approved tires and the 
fact that aftermarket exhaust pipes 
will be approved for use for the first 
time in this year’s finals adds to the 
intrigue. 

“Tires will definitely come into 
play this year with all the new ones 
out there,” Moore said. “And being 
able to use the aftermarket exħausts 
will also make tuning come more 
into play.” 

Gray, who has ridden at Riverside 
once in 1981 and who leads the 
contingent of riders from the north- 
ern California chapter of the AFM, 
doesn’t think Riverside is the ideal 
location for the finals. 

“Its a horsepower track,” Gray 
said. “It will definitely hurt me 
because of my weight. Polen and 
those guys are much smaller and it 
should help at Riverside. It'll be 
tough, but we’ll work hard to do it. 
Hopefully, I can get my suspension 
set up right because that’s the only 
place I can get him (Polen). I think 


Laguna (Seca) would have been a hot ` 


spot for the finals because it’s mostly

test of riding ability.” 

In addition to Polen, two others 
that would have to be considered pre- 
race favorites from outside of Cali- 
fornia, Russell and Harth, are also 
coming off injuries. Russell has a 
broken collarbone, and Harth is 
nursing a healing broken leg. 

“Its coming along,” Russell said 





of the collarbone. “It’s a little painful 


because I broke it in half. I’m going. 


to just wrap it up tighter and try it. 
It’s cut my chances because I thought 
I'd be right up there in the top five, 
but I’ll still be looking for that. I’ve 
got to think positive.” 

With Polen, Harth and Russell 
injured, it could come down to a 
battle of the wounded. °

Norman logs 12,773 


miles in 11 days!

MONTGOMERYVILLE, PA, SEPT. 1-12 

The 4th Annual Iron Butt Rally, known 
as “Ihe World’s ‘Toughest Motorcycle 
Competition,’’ took off from Montgomery- 
ville Cycle Center in north suburban Phila- 


delphia on September 1. In 
past years, a winning rider had 
to average 1000 miles a day for 
11 days. This year’s rally boost- 


ed that average to an unbelievable 
1150 miles per day! Serious competi- 
tors had to ride 40 hours a stretch 
Wephout eating or sleeping. One 
participant summed it up this way, 
“If you’re not riding, you’re either 
getting gas or sleeping; there simply 
isn’t time for anything else!” 


George Egloff, two-time Iron Butt 
winner, laid out this year’s course on 
a 1987 Electra Glide donated by 
Harley-Davidson. George also pro- 
moted this year’s rally charity, the 
Retinitis Pigmentosa Foundation, 
an organization devoted to leading 
the way in search of a cure for RP 
and other inherited retinal degener- 
ative diseases. 

Returning from the ’86 Iron Butt 
to brave this year’s competition were 
Ross Copas ("86 winner) from Onta- 
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rio, Barry Norman (second) from 
Ohio, Fran Crane (third) from 
California, Michael Kneebone 
(fourth) from Illinois, Paul Persin- 


_ ger (fifth) from Washington, Gregg 


Smith (10th) from Rhode Island and 
Dave McQueeney (llth) from Cali- 
fornia. Al Greenwood from New 
Hampshire was the only ’85 veteran 
to return. Rookie challengers 
included Harold Brooks from Virgi- 
nia, Richard Frost from New Jersey, 
Robert Gerberich from Ohio, Frank 
Kujawa from Ontario, Paul Persin- 
er Jr. from Seattle and Bill Pharness 
rom Idaho. 

Rally Master George Egloff 
smirked as riders lined up for the 
start. George’s last minute advice: 
“Just remember, make four left turns 
and return here in 11 days!” Con- 
testants left Montgomeryville Cycle 
Center at 10 a.m. in one minute 
intervals destined for checkpoint 
number | — Reynolds Sport Center 
in Gorham, Maine. 

As each rider pulled out they were 
handed a sealed envelope containing 
a list of bonus destinations and 
points. To win, a rider would have 
to collect as many bonus items as 
possible while still clocking in on- 
time at the next checkpoint. Travel- 
ing 580 miles in nine hours, most 
riders successfully made the first leg’s 
bonuses: The Pennsylvania Turn- 
pike — 50 points, the Holland 
Tunnel between New Jersey and 
New York — 51 points, the Tappan 
Zee Bridge in New York — 50 points, 
Spectro Oil in Brookefield, Connec- 
ticut — 51 points, and the Tobin 
Bridge in downtown Boston — 10] 
points. Iron Butt reality set in as 
rookie Harold Brooks was overheard 
saying, “I didn’t even get a mile 
down the road when I realized that 
this was an all-out race to Maine.” 

Spectro Oil had lunch ready and 
waiting, but no one had time to enjoy 
a relaxing meal. Some of the newer 
Spectro employees must have been 
overwhelmed seeing riders fly into 
the check, throw a sandwich together 
and ride off baloney, mustard and 
bread hanging from their mouths. 

Forewarned of the event, Connec- 
ticut State Police also planned a 
warm welcome for competitors and 
were anxiously waiting to greet 
unsuspecting Iron Butters. While 
attempting his second win, Ross 
Copas, riding a BMW K100, was the 


first to arrive at the party. 


As traffic zoomed by at 75 mph, Ross 
was cited for running a mind bog- 
gling 64 in a 55 mph zone. A small 
fish compared to Crane and Knee- 
bone who were also snagged in the 
trap of the unrelenting Connecticut 
troopers. Determined to catch as 
many competitors as possible, Crane 
and Kneebone were awarded $400 in 
tickets and detained for what seemed 
like hours. Parting with a smirk, the 


officer said, “I hope you both enjoy 


the rest of your stay here in Connec- 
ticut.” Kneebone said, “It seemed 
kind of ironic, before we got stopped, 
we were just cruising along with 
traffic. Thanks to the Connecticut 
trooper we had to go into overdrive 
and fly like the wind.” 

Long distance isn’t the only chal- 
lenge in this competition. As Crane | 
and Kneebone discovered the frustra- 
tion of being trapped in Boston’s 
rush-hour traffic, valuable minutes 
were quickly eaten away. Pondering 
their 7 p.m. deadline in Maine, Crane 
said in dismay, “I can’t believe that 
after a year of preparation and 
anticipation I’m going to be disqual- 
ified only nine hours into a rally 
that’s supposed to last days!” For- 
tunately, Crane was able to make up 
for lost time, pulling into the Maine 
checkpoint with a few minutes to 
spare. ` 

If traffic or over-zealous police 
don’t slow you down, mechanical 
problems will. Soon after the start, 
last year’s second place finisher, 
Barry Norman, encountered clutch 
problems on his Yamaha Venture 
which resulted in a 17 point penalty 
at the Maine checkpoint. Barry said, 
“I was really pretty depressed, I 
thought that I could sull wind up 
in fifth or sixth place, so I decided 
to try and find a way to keep my 
Venture going.” A call to Rally 
Master Egloff found him a replace- 
ment clutch in Illinois. 

Bad luck also caught up with Al 
Greenwood. Electrical problems on 
his Honda Gold Wing knocked him 
out of-the race near his home in New 
Hampshire. 

During a two-hour layover at 
Reynold’s Sport Center in Gorham, 
Maine, competitors prepared them- 
selves for a 43-hour nonstop ride to 
Road, Track and Trail in Eau Claire, 
Wisconsin. Leaving Reynold’s, com- 
petitors had to ride 2000 miles, zig- 
zagging north and south to get 
bonuses at the New Port bridge in 
Rhode Island, Spirit Harley- 
Davidson near Pittsburgh, the Rain- 
bow bridge in Niagara Falls, New 
York, and Motorcycle Touring 
Accessories in Aurora, Illinois. 

Rhode Island resident Gregg 
Smith, in a tie-for first place, lives 
10 miles from the hard to find New 
Port bridge. Disregarding his dis- 
tinct competitive advantage, he led 
a group of Iron Butters through the 
winding Rhode Island backroads 
towards their bonus destination. 
Gregg’s expert leadership was 
proven over and over as rally com- 
petitors Copas, Kujawa and Norman 


= came flying by the group several 


times. Finally, rookie Bill Pharness 
got on the C.B. and radioed to Ross, 
“Why don’t you guys give up and 
follow us!” Crane said, “Those of 
us lucky enough to team up with 
Gregg made an easy 101 points.” 

As the competition moved west- 
ward, Crane and Kneebone got it 
again from the Indiana State Patrol. 
According to Fran, “We really must 
have confused the cop. Here he was 
writing us speeding tickets while 
Mike and I were laughing hysteri- 
cally. After all, in less than 35 hours, 
we managed tegspend over $200 on 
gas and tolls, got absolutely no sleep, 
and were receiving our second set of 
speeding tickets. Things were look- 
ing pretty dismal at the time. Then

Mike topped it off with, ‘I can’t 
believe I just paid $600 to abuse 
myself like this.’ We laughed until 
it hurt.’ 

In Aurora, Illinois, Norman 
picked up the waiting clutch plates. 
Dave Rosen from Motorcycle Tour- 
ing Accessories had to make a 50- 
mile trip to get the parts. Had it not 
been for Rosen’s extra effort to help 
out an Iron Butter, Norman would 
have been out of the rally. 

Leaving Eau Claire, Wisconsin, 
riders were handed the next bonus 
sheet. Competitors had just com- 
pleted two 1200 mile days back-to- 
back and were hoping for an easy 
run to Seattle. They received quite 
a shock when they opened the sealed 
envelopes. Egloff’s secret plan was 
revealed: There wouldn’t be any 
- ““breaks”’ this year! 

The first bonus looked fairly easy, 
101 points from a Perkins restaurant 
in Marshall, Minnesota. Obviously, 
Egloff wanted everyone to stop for 
coffee before they went for the 105 
point bonus at Mount Rushmore in 
South Dakota. The third bonus 
simply stated, “This is a hard one 


(what an understatement!) — the 
Spectro Oil booth‘at Americade West 
m Estes Park, Colorado — 250 


points.” A quick glance at a map 
shows that Estes Park is an 800-mile 
detour off the direct route to Seattle. 
The last bonus, for a mere 50 points 
was a gas receipt from Glacier 
National Park in Montana. Iron 
Butters obviously had their work cut 
out for them. To make all the 
bonuses would require a 3000 mile 
ride in 50 hours! 

Despite the fact that each contest- 
ant took a different route to Mar- 
shall, Minnesota, most riders reached 
the Perkins’ bonus within a couple 
minutes of each other. Rally leaders, 
who up to this point had only three 
or four hours rest since leaving 
Philadelphia two days earlier, held 
an informal strategy meeting in the 
parking lot. Without seriously stud- 
ying a map, six experienced Iron 
Butters decided that getting to 
Mount Rushmore at | a.m. and 
resting for a few hours was a waste 
of precious riding time. Instead, they 
decided to ride into Colorado then 
back track 300 miles to Mount 
Rushmore. Fatigue certainly over- 
rode common sense when Frank 
Kujawa said, “Sleep, who needs 
sleep? With adrenalin flowing, 
itching to ride, Iron Butters just 
kissed away any chance of making 
it up to Glacier. 

After picking up the 250 point 
bonus at Spectro in Estes Park, bad 
luck hit Yamaha rider Gregg Smith. 
After fighting a hail storm for over 
an hour, Smith’s Venture came to a 
halt near Casper, Wyoming. Smith, 
who was in a tie for first place, 
watched his chance of a rally win 
go down the drain when his fuel 
pump quit working. 

In Seattle, after 500 grueling miles, 
Crane, Copas, Kujawa, Persinger 
and Pharness were all tied for first 
place (everyone skipped Glacier 
Park). 

On the next leg of the trip, riders 
had 37 hours to collect the following 
bonuses: two points for a gas receipt 
from Bellingham, Washington (80 
miles north of Seattle!), 50 points for 
the Golden Gate Bridge in San 
Francisco, 151 points for a Certificate 
of Inspection from Yermo, Califor- 
nia, 150 points fora Las Vegas casino 
chip and 51 points-for a parking 
receipt from Lindberg Field in San 
Diego. Determined not to have a tie 
in this year’s rally, Egloff threw in 
the two pointer knowing that only 
the most serious competitor would 
risk going for the win.

a little nap. According to Paul Jr., 
“Sleeping in our own beds was a 
mistake, my dad and I didn’t get up 
for eight hours.” In the midst of 
fierce competition, the Persingers’ 
lengthy rest stop had a big price tag; 
Paul shifted from first to seventh 
place and Paul Jr. slipped into 
eighth. 

Robert Gerberich riding a Honda 
Goldwing should get the tough luck 
award — he managed to get speeding 
tickets in Washignton, Oregon and 
California. Robert, who was just 
cruising (i.e. not speeding) most of 
the rally, was almost in shock by the 
time he reached the Santa Ana 
checkpoint. 

At the Yermo, California inspec- 
tion station, Kneebone pulled up to 
find fellow competitor Richard Frost 
trying to buy a casino chip from 
vacationers returning home from 
Vegas. Frost, thinking that this was 
a scavenger hunt, had just purchased 
the chip for $10. Kneebone said, “ʻI 
told Richard that the object was to 
ride to Las Vegas — the chip was 
merely proof. I pointed him toward 
Vegas and told him to have a nice 
little 300 mule ride.” 

Fran Crane came alive on this leg; 
she was the only rider who made all 


the bonuses riding nearly 2100 miles 
in 37 hours. Crane and Kujawa were 
the only competitors to risk making 
the three-hour round trip north to 
Bellingham. Behind schedule in Las 
Vegas, Fran knew that she was in 
trouble and needed help. A phone 
call to friends Paul and Vera MeKay 
in Las Vegas produced food, eye 
drops and guidance to a casino. The 
MeKay’s called an airline pilot friend 
of theirs and he drew a detailed map 
of San Diego with directions to the 
hard to find airport. Fran managed 
to pull into the Santa Ana check- 
point and promptly collapsed at the 
front door. Rookie Richard Frost 
found her laying on the ground, 
asleep and shivering. Frost, who had 
been carrying a sleeping bag the 
whole rally, covered Fran. Richard 
said, “I dragged that bag halfway 
around the United States. I’m glad 
it finally proved useful!” Kujawa 
wasn’t as lucky. Needing sleep, he 


wasn’t able to ride down for the 51 
pointer in San Diego. 

Evan Bell opened Irv Seaver’s 
BMW on Labor Day to host riders 
at the halfway point of the rally. Also 
on hand was Iron Butt enthusiast 
Paige Ortiz to greet riders and assist 


them. This year Paige presented 
competitors with a special Iron Butt 
banner for the finish. 

Standings at the halfway point of 
the rally found Crane in first with 
1767 points, Copas second with 1765 
points, Norman third with 1748 
points, Kneebone fourth with 1725 
points, and Kujawa fifth with 1716 
points. 

One of the “features” of the Iron 
Butt is'-a mandatory seven-hour 
layover in California. This rest 
period had always been during the 
daytime — not exactly the best time 
to sleep. George Egloff told com- 
plaining riders, “The Iron Butt is 
supposed to be tough. We want you 
to get some rest, but everything is 
backwards. Only the toughest people 
will manage this type of total 
reversal.” 

Leaving Santa Ana, riders were 
handed the next bonus listing con- 
sisting of a parking receipt from Los 
Angeles International Airport — 50 
points, a piece of petrified wood from 
Petrified Forest National Park in 
Arizona — 50 points, a special card 


‘from Van Horn, Texas, near the 


Mexico border — 101 points, the 
Muskogee Turnpike in Oklahoma 
— 50 points, and the Kansas Turn- 
pike in Kansas — 50 points. Egloff 
got to everyone on this leg, riders 
would have to leave the checkpoint 
riding west, turn around ride nor- 
theast to the Petrified Forest, turn 
south towards Mexico, turn nor- 
theast riding through Dallas past the 
checkpoint to pick up the Kansas and 
Oklahoma receipts then turn around 
and ride 500 miles back to Arlington, 
Texas. Back at Montgomeryville, 
Egloff was having a great time 
tracking riders’ routes as they zig- 
zagged north, south and rode around 
in circles. 

Heat combined with countless 
hours of non-stop riding caused Bill 
Pharness’ Honda Goldwing drive- 
shaft to give up near E] Paso, Texas. 
Leaders, thinking they were several 
hours ahead of other riders, were 
surprised to pass rookie Harold 
Brooks near Abilene, Texas. It seems 
Harold took a short cut over the 
Mogollon Mountains in New Mex- 
ico — saving nearly 200 miles. 
Harold was one of the last riders at 
the Petrified Forest, yet the first into 
Van Horn. 

Although several riders attempted 
to pick up the Kansas and Oklahoma 
Turnpike receipts, only two contest- 
ants managed to stay awake the 
entire 42 hours. Near Oklahoma 
City, Copas decided that he needed 
some sleep — Norman, already dog 
tired, knew that this was his only 
chance to gain the lead and left Ross 
to go bonus hunting. Unbelievably, 
Norman and Kujawa were able to 


_ride non-stop, booking over 2300 


miles! 

At the Harley Center in Arlington, 
Texas, two-time Iron Butt Rally 
rider Nick “Mr. Harley” Nichols got 
riders checked in. His wife Gwen 
thoughtfully prepared special rider 
“care packages” for each competitor. 
The class act award has to go to the 
Blue Knights. When Frost, a police 
officer from New Jersey, pulled up, 
an entire crew of local enforcement 
people took over, cleaning his Ven- 
ture and making sure he got ever- 
ything he needed (except for sleep, 
of course!). Richard said the emo- 
tional boost was worth a million 
bucks. Fellow riders that he had 
never met came out to show their 
support! 

When Norman and Kujawa pulled 
into the Arlington checkpoint they 
looked disoriented and beat. Mean- 
while, Egloff was back at Montgome- 
ryville staring at a map in disbelief. 
When he laid out this portion of the 
rally he never expected riders to 


actually be able to make all these 
bonuses. Obviously, Egloff had no 
idea of the determination of riders 
that wanted to win. Again, the 
standings shifted, moving Norman 
into first, Kujawa to second, Crane 
back to third, Copas to fourth and 
Kneebone to fifth. 

Norman, who was running on 
pure adrenaline, was so hyped up 
that he refused to rest. His riding 
partner, Copas, forced him to lay 
down in back of the shop during the 
short two-hour layover. Other com- 
petitors were sure that Norman 
would need sleep and not be able to 
pick up all the bonsues on the next 
leg. 

As riders left the Harley Center 
they received the next bonus listing; 
150 points for the Lake Pontchar- 


train Causeway in Louisiana, 5] 


points for a parking receipt from 
New Orleans International Airport, 
and 50 points from the Town and 
Country Restaurant in Henderson, 
Tennessee, about 40 miles past the 
checkpoint at Joe’s Cycle Shop in 
Bolivar, Tennessee. Riders had 25 
hours to make 1200 miles! 

Dave McQueeney, who thinks the 
rally is a great way to see different 
parts of the country, stopped to help 
second place Frank Kujawa fix his 
broken Beemer. Frank’s K100 deve- 
loped severe electrical problems just 
outside of Dallas. Had it not been 
for McQueeney’s mechanical exper- 
tise, Kujawa would have been out of 
the rally. McQueeney rides the Iron 
Butt year-in and year-out to relax on 
his vacation! 

While passing a truck about 40 
miles north of New Orleans, Nor- 


. man barely managed to miss a 


12x12x4 inch piece of construction 
lumber in the fast lane. Copas wasn’t 
as lucky. Barry looked in his rear 
view mirror and watched in horror 
as Copas’ bike bounced in the air. 
Luckily, Copas managed to keep 
control of his K100. Unfortunately, 
both of his mag wheels where shat- 
tered, putting him out of the run- 
ning. Barry stopped to help Ross get 
his bike to the next exit. Copas later 
said, “Even though Barry was in first 
place and needed to be in Bolivar 
ASAP, there was none of this ‘I gotta 
go crap.’ He stayed with me until 
I was set.” 

At Joe’s Cycle Shop in Bolivar, 
Tennessee, Fran Crane riding the 
only bike without a full fairing, had 
to bandage her severely calloused and 
bleeding hands. Although Fran lifts 
weights almost every day, hanging 
onto the Beemer’s bars fighting the 
wind for 8000 miles was the equi- 
valent of 160 hours worth of chin- 
ups! Why doesn’t she ride a full- 
faired bike? Besides weighing all of 
a hundred pounds which limits the 
size motorcycle she can control, Fran 
said, “I can always dress warmer on 
a cold day, but when it’s hot, engine 
heat kills me.” : 

Norman managed to pull in on 
time, but everyone knew that this last 
leg was taking a toll. Fellow com- 
petitors started sounding like a 
broken record; certainly, there was 
no way he could possibly make all 
the bonuses on the last part of the 
rally. Meanwhile, back in Mont- 
gomeryville, Egloff, promoter Bob 
Jones and rally organizer Jennifer 
Simmons were having a meeting 
discussing crossing off possible 
bonuses. Egloff, remembering a 
similar incident in the ’85 rally when 
Dallas was crossed off some lists but 
not others, decided to keep the bonus 
destinations as they were. 

Leaving Bolivar, contestants 
received the final listing: 151 points 
for a Florida Turnpike receipt, 200 
points for a ride down to Alligator 
Alley Parkway in the Everglades, 100 
points for a Fort McHenry Tunnel 





receipt in Maryland, and 51 points 
for the Easton, Pennsylvania bridge 
located 45 miles northwest of the 
finish line. 

Only Crane, Kneebone, Kujawa 
and Norman attempted to make a 
mad dash down to Florida. Fighting 
severe thunderstorms across Ala- 
bama and Georgia, Crane and riding 
partner Kneebone made excellent 
time. While stopped for gas, Knee- 
bone told Crane that he didn’t like 
to ride very fast in the rain — perhaps 
she should get going. Then, 150 
miles down the road at the next gas 
stop, Crane told Mike, “I must be 
pretty tired, I thought you said you 
don’t like to go fast in the rain.” With 
a smile Mike replied, “I don’t go fast 
— I go faster!” 

Kujawa didn’t fare as well in the 
storm. Frank managed to crash his 
K100 while negotiating road con- 
struction in Georgia. Norman, who 
had been riding with Kujawa most 
of the night, had just stopped for gas 
when he heard the bad news on the 
C.B. Once again, Norman, who 
really needed to make time, stopped 
to help a fellow Iron Butter. Norman 
followed Kujawa to Georgia state 
police headquarters, helped him file 
an accident report and then got 
Frank to a local hospital. 

Although Crane had second place 
securely tied up by the time she 
reached the Florida Turnpike near 
Tampa, she never let up on rally 
leader Norman. Fran decided to ride 
an extra 700 mile loop for the 200 
point bonus in the Everglades. 
Unfortunately for Fran, Norman was 
equally determined to win and also 
rode the extra 700 miles matching 
Fran’s remarkable performance. 

At the finish in Montgomeryville, 
Norman pulled in on his 1983 
Yamaha Venture Royale with 10 
minutes to spare. Staggering off his 
bike, barely able to walk, face 
blistered, dehydrated, incoherent yet 
smiling, handed over his receipts to 
Jennifer Simmons and promptly 
passed out. There was no doubt in 
anyone’s mind that Barry deserved 
the win. In days he managed to crush 
two-time winner Egloff’s 11,565 mile 
record set in 1985. Against all odds, 
Barry rode an incredible 12,773 
miles. Crane came in a close second 
wtih 12,166 miles. Kneebone came in 
third with 11,655 miles. 

Norman, Crane and Kneebone 
each gave high marks to rally spon- 
sor’s Spectro Oil, Dunlop Tires and 
Sullivan Brothers Distributors. Nor- 
man said, “Spectro’s great, having 
the confidence to ride 13,000 miles 
without changing my oil saved me 
precious time.” Kneebone said of 
Dunlop, “Just a few years ago, I 
wouldn’t have attempted a trip like 
this on one set of tires; yet 12,000 
miles later my Dunlops could go 
another lap. It’s a shame I can’t.” 
Equally important, were the new 
Shoei Z-100V helmets contributed to 
riders by Sullivan Brothers. 

Special recognition should also be 
given to other sponsors whose sup- 
port helped make the rally possible: 
Conspicuty Corporation, Easy Tour- 
ing Motorcycle Covers, General 
Warranty Group, Eclipse, Michelin 
and Continental Tires. 

By far, Iron Butt ’87 was the 
toughest of the world’s most pun- 
ishing motorcycle events. If you’re 
ready to join an elite class of motor- 
cyclists who have mentally and 
physically overcome unbelievable 
odds to finish this rally, get ready, 
Iron Butt ’88 is just around the 
corner! g

S. Florida Racing 
wins Moroso 500

WEST PALM BEACH, FL, SEPT. 20 








Rick Shaw and John Long teamed up on 
a South Florida Racing Yamaha FZR1000 
to break Suzuki’s domination of the series 
with a win in the MotoWorld 500 at Moroso 


Motorsports Park. It was the 
duo’s first win of the season 
as they averaged 91.068 mph 


to beat High-Tech Racing and 
Kayo Racing GTU. 

The race began under bright, 
sunny conditions and quickly estab- 
lished a sprint-race pace. After 20 
laps, Team Lockhart and Dutchman 
Racing were involved in a heated 
battle for the top spot. Dale Quar- 
terley of Team Lockhart and Dutch- 
man’s Doug Brauneck traded the 
lead several times while turning lap 
times less than a second off the track 
record of 1:25.42. 

South Florida’s Shaw held down 
third on the Michelin/S. Dade 
Yamaha/Spectro/Shoei/Kerker/ 
Megacycle-sponsored Yamaha, 
watching intently as ‘the two Suzuki- 
mounted riders battled for the lead. 

Meanwhile, High-Tech Racing 
held down the fourth spot on their 
Conser Coach/Reliable Cycle/ 
Amsoil/Michelin-sponsored Suzuki 
GSXR1100, but were losing touch 


with the leaders. Top Gun Racing’s 
Bill Kelly held down fifth on another 
Yamaha FZR1000. 

In the GTU ranks, Kayo Racing 
GTU had taken the lead, putting 
their Honda CBR600 Hurricane into 
the top 10 and leaving the rest of the 
GTU contenders in their wake. The 
only team to match the pace of Kayo 
was Paul Smith Racing and their 
Kendall/SuperTrapp/Cycle Riders- 
sponsored Yamaha FZ600 with 
Donald Jacks and Tommy Sloan 
pulling away from the rest of the 
pack. Team Uno held third in GTU 
on the Michelin/Atlanta Lawn and 
Sprinkler/Palm Beach Honda/ 
Wiseco/Kerker-sponsored Honda 
CBR600 Hurricane. 

Jacks was making up for the Paul 
Smith Yamaha’s lack of horsepower 
with aggressive riding, but on lap 
14 he over did it and crashed in turn 
six. He pushed the machine over half 
a mile, but the team was six laps 
down before they got rolling again 
on lap 22. There were now six GTU 
bikes on the lead lap. 


Lap 40 saw the same close action 
up front. Team Lockhart’s U.S. 
Suzuki/AGV/Kal-Gard/Cam2/ 
Michelin/RK/Lockhart-sponsored 
Suzuki and Dutchman Racing’s 
Penzoil/10-minute Oil Change/ 
Michelin/Cam2/PBI/ND- 
sponsored Suzuki were still hound- 
ing each other for the lead. Shaw, 
meanwhile, continued to have the 
best seat in the house as the two 
ahead of him sparred for the lead. 


Kayo GTU puta lapon Team Uno 
and were adding a second a lap to 
that lead. Moore Racing’s Honda 
Hurricane had moved to third with 
newcomers Newton Heston and 
Greg Esser at the helm. The duo were 
gaining on Team Uno for second 
place. 

Race leader Team Lockhart pitted 
on lap 54 and John Ashmead, who 
was filling in for the injured Larry 
Shorts, went back on the track in 
third place behind John Long, who 
was now riding the South Florida 
Racing Yamaha. Dutchman Rac- 
ing’s Jeff Heino had the lead but only 
34 seconds separated first from third 
place. 

Donnie Rowe took over the Kayo 
GTU Honda and continued to show 
that he is fully recovered from his 
early season injuries. His three rides 
since returning to action have all 
been trips to the winner’s circle, with 
two of those being class wins. 

High-Tech’s Suzuki, now ridden 
by Eric Moe, held down fourth after 
being the first of the top four to pit 
for gas. The team, however, was now 
a lap down on the leaders. 

The halfway mark showed Dutch- 
man with 20 seconds on South 
Florida, and Lockhart losing 
ground. John Ashmead’s right hand 
was swelling and the effects of his 
early season Transatlantic. Match 
race crash would cause them to pit 
early as the 1100 proved to be a 
handful for him. 


GTU leader Kayo had moved into 
fifth overall. The fight for second 
was one lap behind, but it was a 
battle that would last to the finish 
between Moore Racing and Team 
Uno. | 

With 20 laps to go, Dutchman 
looked set to take the win as Shaw 
was having problems cutting into 
Brauneck’s lead. Quarterley, mean- 
while, was feeling the effects of back- 
to-back riding chores. Doug Chancy 
was brought in to take Ashmead’s 
place, but the team was three laps 
down and had no hope of cracking 
the top three. 

Dutchman pitted for the final time 
and rejoined the fray with the lead. 
South Florida had planned their gas 
stops perfectly and were set for the 
finish. Team Lockhart’s Chancy 
held third, but Shaw, riding at a fast 
clip, was out of reach. 

. Just six laps from the end on lap 
132, Jeff Heino rolled toa stop on 
the back straight, trailing oil and 
smoke. Shaw took over the lead, 
Lockhart moved to second and High- 
Tech inherited third. 

Three laps later, the chain on 
Team Lockhart’s Suzuki snapped 
and Chancy coasted to a stop on pit 
road with two laps to go. The scrap 
between Moore Racing and Uno, 
meanwhile, was still going on and 
the two teams received the white flag 
side-by-side. 

Uno held the lead toward the 
finish line, but Esser made the 
slingshot pass to take the runner-up 
spot behind Kayo, who ended up 
third overall. Uno held on for third 
place. &

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Wayne Gardner clinched the 1987 500cc World Championship with his win in the Brazilian Grand Prix. 


Gardner wins in 
Brazil, takes title

GOIANIA, BRAZIL, SEPT. 27 


Australian Rothmans-Honda rider Wayne 
Gardner dotted the “Is”? and crossed the 
“Ts” of an almost immaculate season with 
one race left, sealing his first World Cham- 


pionship with a start-to-finish 
victory in the first Brazilian 
GP, and leaving the Yamaha 
troops to fight it out amongst 


themselves. 

Californian Eddie Lawson (Marl- 
boro- Yamaha) was the winner of this 
secondary battle, with Randy Mam- 
ola (Lucky Strike Yamaha) third, 
after his best Dunlops were lost en 
route to the inland circuit of Goi- 
ania, and he was forced to revert to 
an earlier type of tire. 

Didier de Radigues was fourth, in 
the Italian Cagiva’s best-ever result, 
with Christian Sarron (Gauloise 
Yamaha) a relatively lack-lustre 
fifth. 

Lucky Strike’s second rider Mike 
Baldwin, in his second attempt after 
an 18-week layoff with serious 
injuries, opened his championship 
score with what was under the 
circumstances an excellent 10th 
place; while Briton Rob McEInea on 
the second Marlboro bike suffered his 
third successive race crash (and his 
second spill of the weekend), fortu- 
nately unhurt. 


But the strangest performance, as 
ever, came from former double- 
World Champion Freddie Spencer — 
the latest quirk in a season in which 
a Dallas script-writer could not have 
dreamed up more unexpected twists 
of the plot. 

After qualifying seventh, Spencer 
explained his erratic cornering lines 


_and lap times by saying not only that 


he was still suffering dizziness 
following his heavy crash at Misano, 
but also that the 1000-metre altitude 
and hot weather were causing his 
contact lenses to dry up and fall out. 
He lost four in the first two days of 
practice, and two more in the morn- 
ing warm-up, and elected to with- 
draw from the race. 

Gardner’s title — first-ever in the 
500cc class for an Australian, and the 
first non-American winner for five 
years — came with one race to spare 
after a remarkably consistent season 
where he had not only finished every 
race, but scored points in all of them 
as well. 

He has won seven out of 14 races, 
and been on the top-three rostrum 
all but three times. A worthy winner. 


In the 250cc class, with the title 
already won by Anton Mang, the 
German took a back seat as younger 
brother Dominique Sarron won 
from Spaniards Sito Pons and Carlos 
Cardus, while German Reinhold 
Roth completed the Honda white- 
wash with a narrow victory over 
Carlos Lavado (HB Yamaha) at the 
head of what had been a fierce six- 


bike scrap. Martin Wimmer should 


have been fourth, but crashed on the 
last bend. : 

The first of a pair of Latin- 
American GPs was conducted in a 
holiday atmosphere, in hot weather 
in front of a small crowd that 
matched the small grids — 18 500cc 
racers made the trip to the Southern 
Hemisphere. 

The absent privateers made little 
difference to the race... but they 
sure missed a good party afterwards. 

Mamola was fastest in the first 
500cc practice session, but Gardner 
took over in the second, and kept 
speeding up to stay ahead no matter 
what Mamola did. He was the only 
person to get below 1:28, but he was 
on the ragged edge, and very nearly 
crashed in the final session. “I was 
checking the revs we could pull 
along the straight,” he said. “With 
my eye on the rev-counter and the 
other on some slower riders, I missed 
my braking point at the end of the 
straight, and ran right off the wack. 
I was contemplating laying the bike 
down, but I managed to dirt track 
it to a stop before I hit the barrier.” 

The Australian needed only to 
finish in the top five and one place 
behind Mamola to be sure of the title, 
and was trying hard to shrug off the 
inevitable tension. “I’m just treating 
it like any race,” he said; acknowl- 
edging that the track suited his tail- 
sliding style. 

Mamola had a hard time remain-

ing cool, because a container-load of 
59 of the Lucky Strike team’s exclu- 
sive Dunlop tires had been myste- 
riously lost in transit . . . including 
all the British-made new-generation 
rear covers that have given him such 
impetus late in the season. 

“We're back with the Japanese- 
made rears that we last uséd in 
Sweden,” he said; and it was more 
to boost his confidence than reflect 
the truth that he added: “We have 
a good race tire that will last the 
distance. I could run consistent 1:28s 
on it, and I know that Wayne set his 
1:27 on a soft-compound qualifier.” 
(A suggestion that Gardner emphat- 
ically denied.) | 

The rival Japanese riders came 
next; with Tadahiko Taira 
(Marlboro-Yamaha) again impress- 
ing all with his smooth style and 
consistent lines; while fourth-place 
Syunji Yatsushiro was as entertain- 
ing as ever, using a lot of track and 
whooping the Rothmans-Honda 
NSR’s exhaust note as the tire 
alternately let go and hooked up 
again. This pair, separated by only 
three hundredths of a second, pushed 
defending champion Eddie Lawson 
to the far end of the front row of 
the grid. More surprisingly, the 
Californian only just stayed on the 
front row by seven hundredths from 
de Radigues’ Cagiva, the Belgian on 
top form on a bike that was both 
fast and handled well. 

Since Lawson and the other Marl- 
boro riders were the only people who 
had seen the track before (durin 
winter tests), this was surprising, an 
he was at loss to explain it. “I like 
the track, even though it’s pretty 
bumpy, because it has a grippy 
surface, some fast bits, and is very 
technical — with corners that tighten 
up or open out on you. You also steer 
a lot with the back wheel.” 

Spencer was seventh, riding errat- 
ically and well below his best form, 
which he blamed on the lingerin 
effects of the concussion he suffere 
when he was brought down at high 
speed at Misano. 

Before announcing his withdra- 
wal from the race after morning 
warm-up, he said: “When I have to 
work the bike real hard, I get a little 
dizzy, and blurred vision. I have to 
really stare to try and focus . . . then 
when I blink a contact lens comes 
out. It happened six times this week. 
I’m not taking consistent lines, and 


. it’s dangerous for me and the others.” 


McElInea suffered from the prob- 
lem that has cursed him all season 
— losing the front wheel — and 
crashed in the third session. The day 
before he had been fourth fastest, but 
though he rode again in spite of 
hurting his arm, he could not 
improve, and ended up eighth fas- | 
test, ahead of Cagiva-mounted Ray- 
mond Roche and an equally 
unhappy Sarron on a Yamaha. 

Baldwin was llth, and reported 
much improvement in his injured 
right hand since his return two weeks 
before. “It’s still stiff and sore, but 
it’s better every time, and I can string 
more laps together now.” 

Niall Mackenzie was 12th, and 
dismayed at such a low position. “I 
don’t know why I’m losing time,” 
he said, though observers could see 
that his fast-entry style put him at 
a disadvantage to the “slow-in/fast- 
out” tail-sliding riders. 

Pier-Francesco Chili was 13th, his 
three-cylinder Honda outpaced now 
as the four-cylinder machines have 
improved through the season; while 
Ron Haslam was 14th, still at an 
early stage of developing the unor- 
thodox Elf 4 in only its third race 
of the year. 

Gardner and Lawson led the drag 
race down the straight in the GP, 
and the Australian was first into the 








first bend — a position he held for 
the rest of the race. “I wanted to build 
a 10-second lead,” he said, “but that 
wasn’t so easy, so I had to be satisfied 
- when it got to six seconds.” 

Lawson dropped to‘third behind 
a charging de Radigues as he faced 
a problem that has troubled him all 
season. ““When it has a full fuel load, 
I can’t flick it in or get on the gas 
hard. I just have to wait until it gets 
lighter.” On lap three, the orange 
Marlboro-Yamaha was back in 
second. 

By now, Mamola was starting to 
get going. He’d been eighth on lap 
one, and had picked his way past 
Taira, McElnea and Roche; but 
Yatsushiro proved hard to pass, 
supporting his teammate Gardner 
well by repeatedly letting. off his 
brakes at the end of the straight to 
foil the American. 

Mamola finally got by on lap 
seven, and passed Lawson one lap 
later to take second and chase 
Gardner. But the gap was still 
growing slowly but steadily, and 
when Lawson returned the compli- 
ment at the end of the straight on 
lap 12, Gardner was six seconds clear. 

Now Mamola’s Japanese tires were 
going off, and he said: ““The wheel- 
spin meant I couldn’t accelerate as 
well as Eddie.” They held these 
positions until the end, with 
Gardner five seconds up, and Mam- 
ola dropping away to almost eight 
seconds lace on Lawson. 

Thus the Championship went to 
Gardner, who was alternately jubi- 
lant and tearful on the rostrum: “I’ve 
worked really hard for this, and so 
has my team,” he said. “For the first 
time all year, I didn’t look behind 
me once in the race, and I didn’t even 
know where Mamola was. My pit 
didn’t tell me either — they didn’t 
want to break my concentration.” 

Sarron had been coming through 
slowly from a poor start; but de 
Radigues was inspired, and held him 
off under severe pressure that by the 
end had carried both the Europeans 

ast Yatsushiro. “Sarron’s bike was 
aster than mine,” the Belgian said; 
“But the Cagiva had better 
handling.” 

This took care of fourth, fifth and 
sixth; Taira was a lone seventh after 
failing to find his practice form; and 
Mackenzie eighth. The Scotsman 
denied having raced Spencer’s bike 
(such a switch would have been 
against the regulations), but the 
mechanics had been seen to switch 
fairings before the race, and it was 
later unofficially confirmed that he 
had done so. This was not because 
Spencer’s bike was better, but 
because the team knew how fast 
Freddie could make it go down the 
straight, and wanted to see the 
difference with Mackenzie riding it. 
Knowing he was not likely to finish 
in the top three, they had instead 
indulged in some “‘rider research.” 

Chili was ninth, a bad start having 
robbed him of the chance of slip- 
streaming the faster bikes down the 
straight; with Baldwin 10th. The 
American had passed Chili, “But I 
wanted to make consistent times all 
through the race, and that meant I 
had to brake early, so he got by 
again,” he said. “My hand went 
numb — I can’t feel it at all now,” 
he said, “But I know it'll hurt like 
hell tomorrow.” 

Haslam was llth, one lap down, 
after running with a noisy bike with 
a split exhaust; then came the 
privateers . . . Marco Gentile (Fior), 


Wolfgang von Muralt, Vincenzo 
Cascino and Gerhard Vogt on 
Suzukis. 

Aparts from McElnea, who was 
high-sided on the ninth lap while 
trying f improve on ninth place, 
Raymond Roche also took an off-

track excursion when his front brake 
failed. He stayed wheels-down, but 
when the rear brake also went, he 
retired. 

Afterwards, former champion 
Lawson and major 1987 rival 
Mamola both congratulated 
Gardner. “He won it real well,” said 
Lawson, “and next year I want it 
back.” Now the last remaining 
battle, for the Argentine GP, is for 
second place, between the two 
Yamaha riders. 

There were 33 entrants here in the 
250cc class, their numbers swelled by 
eight South Americans — but things 
were even less serious in the smaller 
class, with only a few riders with 
anything to prove, among them 
Carlos Lavado, close to home, and 
Reinhold Roth, whose poor late- 


season form meant the early cham- 
pionship leader now needed to work 
to hang on to second place from Sito 
Pons and/or Dominique Sarron. 


Lavado led the first session; Sarron 
the second, the Frenchman’s time 
good enough to keep him on top. 
These were the only riders until the 
final session to break 1:31; then they 
were joined by Wimmer, who had 
tested here, and felt that the twisting 
back section of the track made up 
for the slower Yamaha’s disadvan- 
tage on a main straight following a 
slow uphill bend. 


In fact, with Carlos Cardus’ 
Honda fourth and Wimmer’s Marl- 
boro teammate Luca Cadalora fifth, 
there were three Yamahas on the five- 
strong front row, and it looked as 
though it might be an even contest 
for once. 


Mang, Roth, Juan Garriga on a 
Yamaha and Pons filled the second 
row, then there was an interesting 
newcomer in the middle of the third, 
flanked by Loris Reggiani’s Aprilia 
and Stephane Mertens’ Sekitoba- 
Honda on the fast side; and Patrick 
Igoa’s Yamaha and Jean-Francois 
Balde’s Defi-Rotax on the slow. 

It was the serious-looking bespec- 


tacled Japanese 22-year-old Masa- 
hiro Shimizu, a great favorite of

HRC and winner of the All-Japan 
250 Championship, riding a factory 
NSR out of the Rothmans pit of 
Anton Mang. Shimizu qualified on 
the pole for the Japanese GP, and 
finished fourth; away from. home 
ground he was hardly less 
impressive. 

Mertens and Team Parisienne 
rider Urs Luzi were also caught in 
the Dunlop bind, but it mattered less 
since neither was in championship 
contention. 

Pole-starter Sarron led the 250s 
into the first bend, and — Gardner- 
like — stayed there on his Rothmans- 
Honda to win the race. Behind him, 
Mang, in a very relaxed mood, gave 
way first to Cardus, and then to the 
pursuing pack, happy to come home 
seventh while the others fought it out 
in spectacular fashion. 

Cardus closed up on the leader, but 
was unable to get into an attacking 
position. Meanwhile, behind him a 
fierce scrap comprised of Roth, Pons, 
Mang (for a while), Wimmer and 
Cadalora, a group switching places 
several times a lap. A heartbeat 
behind Lavado and Reggiani were 
performing a similar duet; while just 
behind them Shimizu was slowly 
escaping from Garriga and Luzi. 

Soon after half-distance, Pons 
managed to get away from the third- 
placed pack, and even as he closed 
on the leaders, Cardus started to 
slow, troubled again by the com- 
plaint of '’87 — his arm pumping 
up. 
Pons caught and passed him quite 
easily with six laps left (Cardus 
managed to hang on to third), but 
Sarron was able to cruise home the 
winner with better than three 
seconds in hand. 

The brawl for fourth got more and 
more hectic, with Lavado catching 
up towards the end, leaving Reggi- 
ani tagged on behind. Then in the 
last laps Wimmer made a break. In 
the effort, though, he had missed the 
last-lap board, and in his attempt to 
consolidate a half-second lead left his 
braking too late at the final bend and 
fell in a heap. “Gustav Reiner (the

crash-prone 500 rider) couldn’t have 
done it better,” he said ruefully, after 
the medics had picked small bits of 
Brazil out of a graze on his back. 

His pursuers were too busy to 
spare much sympathy, and Roth just 
won the final sprint from Lavado, 
with Cadalora half-a-second down. 
Mang was another second down, and 
Reggiani held on to eighth behind 
him. 

Shimizu was ninth, while Garriga 
had left Luzi trailing to take 10th. 

One drama remained — a vicious 
scrap for 12th, and Balde, Mertens 
and Patrick Igoa flashed across the 
line after fighting almost all race 
long, with less than half-a-second 
covering all three. 

The small crowd (with grandstand 
tickets ranging form 100 to 150 U.S. 
dollars; this was to be expected) had 
been treated to a vintage 250cc 
race. e

Ashcraft blazes 
to Laughlin win

Team Honda’s Dan Akal battled top 
desert racers from all over the western 
United States and one of the toughest off- 
road courses in memory to take the $600 


winner’s purse at the Laughlin 
U.S. Hare Scrambles Cham- 
pionship at the Colorado 
River gambling resort of 


Laughlin. The tenacious CR500 
pilot braved blistering desert tem- 
peratures and 105 miles of the 
tightest and toughest terrain ever 
tackled by motorcycle racers to take 
the win, in a race so grueling that 
less than half of the world class 
starting line-up made it to the finish. 

“T’ve ridden all the Whiskey Pete’s 
races, Barstow to Vegas, SCORE and 
everything else, and this was defi- 
nitely the toughest course I’ve ever 
seen,” a tired Ashcraft said after 
taking the checkered flag. “The 
terrain was tough and there was 
never anywhere to rest. There was 
one little sandwash that was about 
an eighth of a mile long and that 
was the only resting spot the whole 
way. The rest was continually up and 
down, canyons, rocks — really 
enarly, tricky stuff. I’m just glad it’s 
over. I’m totally beat and I couldn’t 
have gone any further.” 

The World Championship Hare 
Scrambles, which was sponsored by 
the Riverside Resort Hotel and 
Casino, Duralube and EP Performs, 
was the final event in the three-race 
Best in the Desert Series organized 


by Las Vegas promoter Casey Folks 
and saw the overall series win, with 
its $1000 first place check go to Las 
Vegas hotshot Kevin Steele. Steele, 
who captured the prestigious “Best 
in the Desert” title on an ATK 560, 
bagged the series’ honors with an 
l Ith overall in Sunday’s Hare Scram- 
bles, coupled with a third overall in 
the Whiskey Pete’s Championship 
Hare and Hound and a third overall 
in round two’s team race which he 
rode with younger brother Sean. 
“This series is the biggest thing 


I’ve ever won and it really feels 
great,” ATK/Sportsman Cycle/Bud 


Yates Construction-sponsored Steele . 


said. “I expected to do fairly well 
going into today’s race, but it was 
so tough I started to wonder whether 
I'd finish high enough to pull off 


the overall win. It was the roughest 
course I’ve ever ridden and definitely 
the toughest race out of the three in 
the series. I fell off really hard a 
couple of times and I got ured, and 
an Open class bike was a bit of a 
handful in some of the tight stuff, 
but I had a great race and the ATK 
ran good, I’m just so happy to win 
the series, I can’t believe it. 

With two of the series events 
already behind them, the Laughlin 
racers knew they were facing a tough

course when they lined up for the 
start, but it was not until the banner 
dropped at 8 a.m. that they found 
out just how tough a Casey Folks 
course can be. The grueling trail was 
laid out in the shape of a figure- 
eight, with a 14-mile first loop and 
a 21-mile second loop, and would be 
completed three times. The first lap 
took the leaders almost one and a 
half hours, giving them an average 
speed of less than 25 miles per hour. 

“It was rough the whole way and 
so tight and technical that you 
needed a 125,” said KX500 pilot Don 
Griewe. ““There were tight rocks, 
waterfalls, uphills and downhills, 
tight sandwashes and big cactus 
bushes everywhere, and it was like 
that the whole way. I don’t think we 
got into sixth gear once. You were 
working hard from start to finish and 
you never got a break, but it was a 
great course. It just really wore you 
out.” 

Even with a 125cc bike, the course 
was no picnic, according to YZ125 
pilot Kevin Case. As Case put it, “I 
liked the first loop a lot better than 
the second one — (because) it was 
shorter!” 

The bomb run was littered with 
large “jumping” cactus bushes and 
made for some exciting racing right 
off the start. Team Husky’s Dan 
Smith grabbed the holeshot in the 
Open Pro starting wave, but had 
Ashcraft and Honda privateer Paul 
Krause hard on his tail as he picked 
up the pink-ribboned trail. Tom 
Kelly and Scott Stearns won the 250cc 
Pro drag race, and Case got the drop 
on the 125cc Pro field. 

As the riders started to.sort them- 
selves out after the blinding dust of 
the start, it was Smith, Krause and 
Ashcraft in an all-out war for the 
dust-free run at the head of the pack. 
The end of the first 14 miles saw 
Krause out in front of Smith by 14 
seconds while Ashcraft was 20 
seconds back. Ted Hunnicutt, a slow 
starting Griewe, Can-Am factory 
rider Ron Naylor and Husky’s Garth 
Sweetland rounded out the top seven. 
Las Vegas Suzuki hotshot Barry 
Frehner had grabbed the 250cc Pro 
lead from Tom Kelly, and Eric 
Hallgath had powered his YZ125 out 


to a 30-second lead over Bryan Folks. 


in the Small-Bore class. 


The second half of loop one 
proved disastrous for many of the top 
contenders. Smith slipped past 
Krause for the lead but was forced 
to drop out of the running soon after 
with a broken radiator and pipe, 
Naylor bit the dust with a broken 
front axle and Krause ran out of gas 
at the 3l-mile mark. 

With Ashcraft now out in front the 
racers swept through the pits and 
headed into their second loop of the 
course. Ashcraft had a one and a half 
minute lead over the hard-charging 
Griewe, with Sweetland four min- 
utes back in third. Hunnicutt, 


Washington State’s Paul Ostbo and 


Sean Steele were next through, with 
Frehner still out in front of the 250cc 
Pros in seventh overall. Hallgath 
still had the 125 lead (12th overall), 
and Vet Pro Scot Harden was pour- 
ing on the pressure and had worked 
his way through to 18th overall 
despite a fourth row start. 

Loop Two saw Ashcraft stretch his 
leading margin out to a full- three 
minutes over Griewe. Sweetland was 
still holding onto third and Hunni- 
cutt had dropped back with shock 
problems, letting Steele charge 
through to take over fourth. The lead 
in the 250cc class still belonged to 
Frehner (fifth overall) at the end of 
loop two, with his nearest compe- 
tition coming from Scott Morris in 
ninth overall. In the battle for the 
125cc honors Hallgath’s promising 
early run was cut short by mechan; 
ical problems, and number one spot 


went to 20-year-old Bryan Folks, who 


rocketed his brand new 1988 Husky 
up to eighth overall as lap two drew 
to a close. 

By the end of the second lap the 
heat was starting to take its toll on 
the riders. Water was being handed 
out at each check on the course and 
despite the big prize money at stake, 
many of the racers opted for some 
time out before heading into their 
final loop. 

“It was hot enough just riding, but 
once you got into the rocky: canyons 
it was so hot you could hardly 
breathe,” Griewe said. “We were all 
getting a bit dizzy at times out there 
and I had to stop twice in the last 
loop and pour water all over me. I 
knew Dan (Ashcraft) was only just 
ahead of me but the heat got to be

too much and I had to stop for 
water.” 

Ashcraft’s trouble-free ride con- 
tinued all the way to the checkered 
flag. After 105 miles of the toughest 
terrain Nevada can offer, the Honda 
pilot powered across the finish line 
to take the win almost five and a half 
minutes ahead of Griewe. 

“Thats got to be the toughest 
course I’ve ever ridden,” Ashcraft 
said. “It was a really great race but 
I’m so tired I can hardly stand up. 
Casey (Folks) always lays out a tough 
course but usually he’ll put in a few 
roads so you can rest. I guess he 
forgot to do that today!” 

The race also took its toll on 
second-placed Griewe, who thanked 
Kawasaki Motor Corp., Answer, 
Silkolene, International Motorsports 
and his wife and mom and dad. “I 
can’t even walk right now,” he said, 
sitting on the ground besides his 
Kawasaki. “I twisted my knee half- 
way ‘round the first loop and by the 
time I got to loop three I was ready 
to give up. That was really hard work 
- and I’m happy just to finish.” 

“It was tough as usual — very 
tough,’’ was the comment from 
Team Husky’s Sweetland who 
claimed third overall. “I’m happy 
with my finish — I just wish I’d got 
a better start. I was running about 
seventh at the bomb and it was just 
too much distance to make up.” 

Sweetland’s finish gave him 
second overall for the three-race 
series. 

“That feels really good,” he said. 
“T missed one of the races and Kevin 
Steele raced and finished all three of 
them, so I think I did pretty well.” 

Sweetland was followed in by 
Open Honda rider Sean “I fell over 
a lot but it was okay apart from that” 
Steele, and Barry Frehner held on to 
take the 250cc honors in fifth overall. 

“It was ultra tough but I had a 
great ride — trouble free,” said 
Frehner, who was so tired he could 
hardly stand up after racing all-out 
for the last 25 miles with a lapped 
250cc rider that Frehner thought was 
still in contention for the champion- 
ship. “I thought he was going to beat 


me, so I gave it everything I had,” 
said Frehner, who thanked Georgia 
Racing, Las Vegas Suzuki and Rex 
Frehner. 

The second 250 to cross the line 
was a Husky piloted by Cagiva/ 
Duralube/EP Performs/Sportsman 
Cycle-sponsored Scott Morris, whose 
seventh overall finish gave him the 
overall series win in the 250cc 
division. 

“I got really sick after the first loop 
and a half and I was just hanging 
on after that,” Morris said. “Tve had 
the flu for a while and I think it was 
because of that. My nose got totally 
clogged up too, so I had to breathe 
through my mouth in all that dust. 
What a race!”’ 

Third place in the 250cc division 
was Claimed by Husky pilot Darryl 
Folks, who thanked Nevada Blasters, 
Cagiva N.A., Duralube, EP Per- 
forms, Sportsman Cycle and his girl 
friend. 

“It was very demanding,” said 
Folks. “I got a back flat right off the 
start and wore myself out trying not 
to lose time with that. It was one 
of the only desert races I’ve ever 
ridden where all I wanted to do was 
finish.” 

Husky pilot Bryan Folks was out 
in front of the 125s as he crossed the 
finish line in 10th overall. 

“The first part of the race was the 
worst 20 miles I‘ve ever had in a 
race,” said Cagiva/Whisky Pete’s/ 
EP Performs/Kal-Gard/Sportsman 
Cycle-sponsored Folks. “I crashed 
four times really hard and got a flat. 
It was long, rough and tiring, and 
it was so hot I thought I was going 
to pass out a few umes. I stopped 
to drink water for a long time before 
I started the third loop.” 

Second 125 went to John Braasch 
Jr. who thanked O’Neal, Alhambra 
Yamaha, Yamaha Support, Kal- 
Gard, Arai and fellow 125 pilot 
Kevin Case for lending him a 
sprocket. 

“The 125 was the perfect bike for 
the course,” Braasch said. 

Case brought his T&O Yamaha/ 
Dallas Baker/Smith/Hallman/ 
Cycle Shack-sponsored Yamaha

home in 23rd overall to claim third 
in the 125 division, despite riding 51 
miles with no rear brake. 

“Tt wasn’t anything like a District 
37 course where you go wide open 
for 10 miles,” said Case. “I went wide 
open for about 10 yards at the most!” 

The Over 30 Pro class was won 
by Valley Plastering/Malcolm 
Smith/Smith Goggles/Arai/Ascer- 
bis/Yamaha Support/VP Racing 
Fuels/Renthal-sponsored Scot 
Harden i in ninth overall. 

“I started about nine minutes 
behind some of the Open bikes so 
I got about the fifth fastest time in 
the race,” said Harden. ““They’re not 
going to adjust for starting times, but 
I’m really happy with my ride. The 


course was primo — really tough and . 


the heat made it even tougher.” 

Harden’s nearest competition 
came from Lee Pearson, whose 12th 
overall finish gave him the Vet class 
win for the three-race series. 

“Harden may have won the battle 
but I won the war,” said Pearson. 
“What a course! You had to be a real 
animal to finish this one.”’ 

Third in the Over 30s went to Pete 
Sheehan in 21st overall. 

The Over 38 Pro division was won 
by Jerry Brown who brought his 


Husky home in 35th overall, with 
second going to Edward Sivon. 
Edward Hooper claimed third over- 
all in the class. 

Husky pilot Joanna Brownell was 
the only woman in the race and 
finished 5lst overall, and Paul 
Doebereiner took the Sportsman’s 
class in 19th overall. 

“T had a great time and I can’t wait 
to do it again” said Doebereiner. 
“Maybe not tomorrow though, some 
time next week would be quite soon 
enough!”’ $

Michelin launches 
radial tires 





Michelin Tire Corporation announced the 
availability of its radial motorcycle tires in 
the U.S., and then allowed an unrestricted 
group of journalists to bump, grind and 


squeal the new rubber to the 


limits during a two-day cycle- 


fest at Michelin’s headquarters 
in South Carolina. 


Michelin’s radials have been avail- 
able in Europe (where they are 
manufactured) for almost a year. The 
U.S. launch was held up until now, 
however, until supply could meet 
potential demand. 

“We gave it a great deal of thought, 
but we wanted to have the tire ready 
for the distributors before we made 
an announcement,” said Matt 
Aaron, Michelin’s manager for 
motorcycle tires. “Is a ture really 
‘production’ when you make a few 
dozen and give them to the race 
teams? We don’t think so.”’ 

-= Michelin’s two-day agenda was 
planned to the minute, and activities 
started with a broad overview of 
Michelin’s operations. The corpora- 
tion employs over 9,000 people in the 
U.S., operates 20 distribution cen- 
ters, and has five manufacturing 
plants — four in South Carolina and 
one in Alabama. 

The firm markets passenger car, 
hght truck, earthmover, aircraft, 
motorcycle and bicycle. tires. 
Michelin introduced the first radial 
tire in 1948, and now all but its 
bicycle tires are available in radial 
design. 

Michelin Tire Corporation is part 
of the Michelin Group, headquar- 
tered in France. It is the second 
largest tire company in the world, 
with 51 plants in 12 countries, 
employing more than 90,000 people 
world-wide. 


The overview was followed by a 
detailed seminar on Michelin’s new 
radials, the High Sport (for produc- 
tion racing) and the 59X series (for 
street/sport riding). 

“The two features which make 
Michelin radials superior to other 
motorcycle radials are the Radial 
Casing construction and Zero Degree 
Kevlar Belt,” said Aaron. “The 
casing cords follow the shortest path 
around the tire — from bead to bead 
— and they aren’t criss-crossed as in 
bias-ply construction. Our rear ures 
incorporate the Zero Degree Belt, 
which is wound around the tire on 
top of the cords, parallel to the 
direction of motion.” 

According to Aaron, the benefits 
of the construction are minimum 
casing growth and tire distortion. 
“The shape of the tire is very 
important, so we try to keep it 
consistent for the life of the tire, and 
from low to high speeds. It’s proven 
that a rider goes slower when ure 
shape isn’t constant. When the 
casing deforms, the contact patch is 
reduced, and there’s less grip.” 

Aaron explained that in bias-ply 
casings, cords “‘scissor’’ under stress, 
which cause the casing to grow. That 
promotes wear in the center of the 
tire, and a flat spot develops. When 
a rider has to work the bike off these 
flat spots to corner, more energy 1s 
expended, and riding becomes inef- 
ficient. “Michelin cords are laid onto 
the tire in the direction they do their 
best work,” said Aaron. “The tires 
offer less centrifugal distortion, 
which means predictable handling 
and high speed stability.” 





A stiff tire also means a stiff tread, 
explained Aaron, which will cut into 
the tire’s limits of adhesion. The new 
design Michelin radials will offer 
increased crown (sidewall) flexibil- 


ity, which translates into better shock 


absorption, especially when corner- 
ing. The flexible Michelins allow a 


larger contact patch to meet the 


ound, making for improved grip 
in both wet and dry conditions. 

Though seemingly controversial, 
the Michelin rear radials are 
designed with a tendency to drift 
when cornering. With the drift built 
in, the tire wears evenly on the 
shoulder and the center, keeping the 
tire round. This “lateral creep” helps 
a rider maintain a trajectory through 
a turn, offering predictable and 
consistent handling. “I like to call 
it brain steer, like power steering on 
a motorcycle,” said Aaron. 

The new Michelin rear radials 
have fewer “parts” than belted bias- 
ply tires, which means a lighter tire. 


With less weight there is improved 
heat dissipation, which allows for 
the use of higher performance tread 
compounds for improved grip. Both 


the High `Sport and 59X series 
Michelins use the same casings, and 
according to Michelin, it’s the same 


construction and materials used in’ 
their GP tires. High Sport radials ` 
will be released initially in one 
compound only, but more com- 
pounds are possible in the future. 

Pricing for the new Michelin 
radials is a bit ambiguous at this 
point. Don Coleman, product pub- 
licity manager at Michelin, 
explained that Michelin doesn’t give 
suggested retail pricing, just the cost 
to distributors. The new 59X series 
radials will be priced about 10 to 15% 
higher than Michelin’s current bias- 
ply 59X series tires, and the new 
High Sports will be about 15% more 
than the 59X radials. 

“The new High Sport radials will 
be the most expensive tires on the 
market, and they deserve to be,” said 
Aaron. 

After a question and answer 
period, and a brief lunch (prime rib 
at noon?), we were bussed from 
Michelin’s sales training center to 
the company’s ultra-high security 
test track near Laurens, South Carol- 
ina. The two mile course is used for 
car and motorcycle testing, and is 
kept in perfect condition — one 
Michelin rep stated that there is only 
three millimeters of variance in the 
track’s surface at any one point an” 
the course.

Suzuki’s Kevin Schwantz gave 
test editors a few pointers. 











We were greeted at the test facility 
by ace ee racer Kevin Schwantz, 
who had been flown in by Michelin 
to crack off some hot laps on his 
Yoshimura Suzuki. Tom Stevens, 
endurance road racer for Team 
Suzuki, was also on hand, and 
everyone began to suit up for an 
afternoon’s ride on the best of today’s 
hyper-bikes. There were Hurricane 
600 and 1000s, FZR1000s, and 
GSXR750 and 1000s. 


All bikes were supplied in pairs, 
one equipped with Michelin High 
Sports, and the other with compet- 


itive Metzeler rubber. Aaron said he 
wanted to have other brands of tires 
on hand, but that Metzeler was the 
only available option for the test. 

It was at this point that this editor 
took to the sidelines. Not having the 
skills or required anatomical traits 
to run at race speed, I grabbed my 
cameras and headed for the soft drink 
cooler. With nearly two Michelin 
reps to every editor, everything went 
like clockwork. All had ample time 
to match the Michelins against-the 
Metzelers on every brand of bike. 

The consensus of some editors was 
that the Michelins were most notice- 
able and proved superior on the 
Hurricane 600. It was then that the 
progressive front end steering was

felt the most — easy at first, and then 
harder as the rider leaned more and 
more into the turn. On the heaviest 
bike, the Hurricane 1000, some felt 
that the extra flex in the Michelins 
made for a more unstable feeling. 


Many commented that the course 
was “too perfect.” With no bumps 
in the corners, the test track wasn’t 
representative of a race course, and 
the Michelins were designed to do 
their best stuff through rough cor- 
nering conditions. 

The night time is the right time, 
especially ata Michelin press launch. 
We were transported back to the 
downtown Hyatt in Greenville, and 
then treated to a multi-course dinner. 
After-dinner activities included a 
seminar on the art of negotiation: 
Schwantz convinced a Greenville 
police officer that he wasn’t accoun- 
table for the spin-out he did in his 
rental car, due to the fact that the 
transmission locked up — on a front 
wheel drive vehicle. 


“T’ve come to the realization that 
lying in an unconscious state for 
eight hours is a sobering expe- 
rience,” said Cycle magazine contri- 
buting editor Kevin Cameron as we 
put away our breakfasts Tuesday 
morning. At eight sharp our bus was 
up front at the Hyatt and ready to 
roll; we had a schedule to keep for 
the day’s road ride near Table Rock 
State Park, which lies across the 
North Carolina/South Carolina 
border. 

The approximate 50-mile loop, 
laid out by Michelin’s Aaron, was 
a mountain rider’s dream. Curvy, 
sweeping roads, which incorporated 
every testing situation, were set 
among deep forests and rural farm- 


land. Once again, bikes were supp- 
lied in corresponding pairs, fitted 
with Michelins and Metzelers. There 
were two switch points on the loop, 
so that on each lap you rode the same 
model bike with both sets of tires. 

It seems that the only folks who 
weren’t having a good time were the 
local residents and the South Carol- 
ina State Patrol. One elderly gentle- 
man called the police and com- 
plained that a cyclist passed him so 
fast that it rocked his truck; a lively 
discussion also ensued when Cycle 
World’s Paul Dean was clocked at 
121 mph. : 

“One-hundred twenty-one miles- 
per-hour! I thought you guys were 
going to do your high speed run later 
in the day!” exclaimed the trooper. 

“Well, we still are,” replied a 


Michelin rep in a timid fashion. 


. “Most of these riders will be headed 


for the 140 mile-per-hour range.” 

We again went on our way, Dean 
ticketless. Take into account that 
Michelin is the number one indus- 
trial taxpayer in South Carolina, and 
you might have the equation that 
aided Dean’s plea. After most of us 
had rotated through all the motor- 
cycles, it was time to head into no- 
man’s land, the unrestricted high 
speed run area. 

It was the ultimate fantasy: State 
troopers cordoning off a three-mile 
stretch of road, and then waving you 
on to gas it to the maximum edge. 
That’s exactly what Michelin set up; 
you had a warm-up segment, then 
a green flag for an all-out two-mile 
run. At the red flag there was a shut 
down section, where you could back 
off safely. 

It will once again be stated that 
this editor doesn’t have what it takes 
to run a big-bore superbike on top 
end. At one point I hit 118, and then 


_ all thoughts ran to the emergency 


claim insurance card Michelin’s 
Coleman forced us to carry. I knew 
that if I crashed at that speed I’d wake 
up in heaven, while Freddie Spencer 
would get a bruised elbow and 
possible concussion. 

Top speed of the day was set by 
Team Suzuki’s Stevens, who laid 
down a 148 mph run on something 
we thought was silver (probably the 
Hurricane 1000). Stevens, who calls 
Fort Myers, Florida, home, cut the 
run in truly fashionable apparel — 
sweat pants, knit shirt, and topsiders 
with no socks. 

“That thing was moving around 
quite a bit when I crested the hill 
on the course,” said Stevens. “You 
can monitor the cars, but what the 
heck would happen if a deer jumped 


' out onto the road?” 


“Hey, I know a guy that happened 
to,” said Schwantz. “You just tuck 
in under the fairing and stay 1n it. 
You'll cut the deer clean in half and 
break both your shoulders, but you 
won't get any head injuries.” 

With such invaluable knowledge 


_ tucked away — far away — in my 


mind, it was time to break up the 
ride. We cruised as a group to 
country club for showers, munchies 
and drinks. We were tired and very 
satisfied. It had been a great two days 
of riding, and we all joined in a 
round of applause for the Michelin 
guys, who provided us with a great 
way to check out their new radial 
tires. & 
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Tommy Watts sailed to victory in both the 250 and 500cc Pro classes 
after finishing third the previous night in Las Vegas.

Despite riding with two sprained ankles 
incurred during practice, Kawasaki support 


rider Tommy Watts walked away with wins 
in both the 250 and 500cc Pro classes at 


round four of the CMC/Dodge 
Truck Trans-Cal Series at 
Huron Cycle Park. Watts 
romped on the competition 


and won both motos in each class. 

“Coming off the whoops I jumped 
real high and landed.real hard,” said 
Watts. “I bottomed out and sprained 
both of my ankles; I’m glad I didn’t 
break anything.” 

In the 500cc class Watts started 
near the front in both motos and 
quickly worked his way into the lead. 
Doug O’Donnell claimed the second 
spot, narrowly edging out Gordon 
Ward in the overall column. 

Watts battled with Jon Nelson to 
take the win in the first 250cc Pro 
moto, then moved to the front on 
the first lap of the second moto and 
never looked back. Michael Craig 
finished second overall and Nelson 
took third. 

Pro Circuit/Yamaha speedster 
Craig claimed both motos to take the 
125cc Pro win. Ty Davis scored 
second overall and Bader Manneh 
was third. 

In the first 500cc Pro moto Honda- 
mounted Mike Dulap captured the 





holeshot and pulled a slight lead 
through the first couple of turns 
until Watts shot past. Running in 
third was Honda rider Rich Mythen, 
who was ahead of Mike Larson. 
Before the first lap was complete 
Larson made a charge and passed 
both Mythen and Dunlap to sieze 
control of the number two spot. Two 
more Honda riders entered the 
picture as Jeff Reynolds and O’Don- 
nell were on the move. O'Donnell 
found a way past Dunlap and was 
in for third, and Reynolds moved by 
a short time later as Dunlap dropped 
back. By lap three the order was 
Watts putting distance on Larson, 
O’Donnell, Reynolds and Kawasaki- 
mounted Ward. 

With the top three riders a fair 
distance ahead Ward went to work 
on catching Reynolds, who was a 
short distance ahead. Ward crept up 
to Reynolds and stalked him for two 
laps until he made his move and 
slipped into fourth place. Ward 
wasted little time in catching up to 
O’Donnell and was soon within 
striking distance. 

By the seventh lap things had 
started to spread out. The only

passing to take place was when Ward 
got O’Donnell to take control of 
third. The top five were evenly 
spread as the moto drew to a close 
with Watts taking an easy win 
followed by Larson, Ward, O’Don- 
nell and Reynolds. 

Round two featured some intense 
racing when Mythen let it all hang 
out and beat everyone to the first 
turn. Dunlap followed Mythen but 
quickly dropped back as Reynolds, 
Watts and Jim Ortner moved by. 
Mythen increased his lead while 
Watts made a charge for the front 
and-moved past Reynolds. Mythen 
held a slim, four second lead over 
Watts and was holding his ground 
until the next lap when his rear 
shock called it quits. Mythen tried 
to ride it out but packed it in when 
Watts took over. At this point Larson 
was dead last and riding like a wild 
man to catch the rest of the pack. 

“The. bottom bolt securing the 
(shock) linkage just snapped; it’s not 
something that you check every day,” 
said Mythen. “I’m just the victim of 
a freak accident. This could have 
been my first Trans-Cal win; I know 
I could have stayed with him (Watts) 
if I hadn’t broke.” 


Watts moved ahead as O’ Donnell 


held second over a battle for third 
between Reynolds and Ward, who 
were never more than afew feet apart 
during the next few laps. Reynolds 
held off Ward’s charge until they 
entered a whoop section. The two 
riders took separate lines with Ward 
taking the slightly faster inside line. 
Reynolds slowed to make the hard 
right hand turn at the end of the 
section while Ward closed fast and 
came in for the pass attempt. Ward 
hit Reynolds as he put his front end 
on the inside and as they exited the 
turn they were side by-side. At the 
following table-top jump Ward 
passed Reynolds in the air then 
began pulling away. 


The top five then evenly spread out 


to the finish with Watts cruising in 
for the win followed by O’Donnell, 
Ward, Reynolds and Berg. 

When the gate dropped for the first 
moto of the 250cc Pro class Suzuki’s 
Willie Surratt came up with the lead 
followed by Watts, Davis, Nelson, 
Craig, Honda-mounted Rich Taylor 
and Mike Kiedrowski. During the 
first lap Surratt bobbled and gave the 
lead to Watts. Davis also slipped by. 
On the next lap Nelson moved up 
alongside Watts on a rough straight 
and held it-on just a hair longer and 
moved into the lead. Watts tried to 
retaliate but Nelson had too much 
drive and started to pull away. This 
made the top five Nelson, Watts, 
Surratt, Craig and Jeff Mabery. 

Nelson held his own for two laps 
until Watts began to inch his way 
closer. Things didn’t really start to 
happen until the seventh lap when 


Watts started to work on Nelson, 
who looked to be tiring due to the 
pace he was riding to stay in front. 
For a whole lap Nelson and Watts 
stayed neck and neck until lap eight. 
Nelson had a friend throw water on 
him which caused him to slow 
slightly. That allowed Watts to grab 
a few feet and pass Nelson shortly 
afterward. Watts took control, while 
Nelson relaxed and paced himself. 

While Watts and Nelson battled 
Craig had gotten by Surratt and 
began closing on Nelson. The moto 
ended with Watts taking the win over 
Nelson, who had built up enough 
of a cushion so that Craig couldn’t 
get to him. 

Nelson was the first one to the first 
turn in moto two and was closely 
followed by Surratt and Watts who 
both slipped by on the first lap. Watts 
left with the lead as Surratt, Kelly 
Andris, 
Mabery followed. On the second lap 
Andris got by Surratt to take control 
of second. Nelson also got by Surratt 
on the fifth lap to take over third 
then started to close the gap on 
Andris. 

Out front Watts held an immense 
lead followed by Andris, Nelson, 
Surratt, Craig and Davis. Andris 
quickly dropped back to fifth, while 
Craig pressured Surratt until he got 
by to take third. Nelson was Craig’s 
next victim and was passed seconds 
later. With two laps left Watts had 
enough of a lead to not worry about 
Craig who was still on the move. 
Craig charged to within two bike 
lengths of Watts at the finish line 
to take second. Nelson finished third 
ahead of Surratt. 

Suzuki’s Jimmy Gaddis holeshot 
the first 125cc Pro moto and opened 
up a small lead on Manneh by the 
end of the first lap. Craig held third 
and was followed by Dallen McKen- 
ney and Davis, who was trying to 
hold off a hard charging Chris 
Young. A short time later Young was 
past Davis and into fifth. Gaddis and 
Manneh moved away from the rest 
of the field while Young was still 
on the move and slipped by McKen- 
ney for the fourth spot. 

Gaddis still controlled the lead 
until he hit a nasty rut while neg- 
otiating one of the many rough 
straights. His rear end went out of 
control and swapped several times, 
but Gaddis saved it. But by the time 
he got it under control Craig and 
Manneh had both slipped by. Young 
came up close to Gaddis also but 
couldn't get past. The top five riders 
stayed tight without changing posi- 
tions as the moto became history 
with Craig taking the win followed 
by Manneh, Gaddis, Young and 
Davis. 

In round two Davis grabbed the 
holeshot just ahead of Craig. Craig 
quickly took over control of the lead

and pressed ahead as Davis trailed 
in second over Honda-mounted Kyle 
Lewis, Young, Manneh and Mabery. 
The top riders all seemed content 
with their positions as Craig con- 
tinued to press ahead and the rest 
of the field stayed in line behind. 
There wasn’t much change in the 
front runners for the rest of the moto 
and Craig easily took the win. Davis 
came home second ahead of Lewis, 
Young and Manneh. Davis’ 5-2 score 
edged out Manneh’s 2-5 for the 
runner-up position overall, and 
Young took fourth overall ahead of 
Lewis. 

In sportsman action Eric Bush 
jammed to the front of the 250cc 
Junior Division-Two pack both 
times out and completely dominated 
the class. Brett Yahne stayed in 
second for the entire first moto and 
third went to Jerry Wright. Scott 
McCoy was the runner-up to Bush 
in moto two while Kurt Metcalf took 
third. McCoy took second overall 
and Metcalf was third. 

Steve Lamson took the first moto 
win in the 125cc Intermediate Div- 
ision Two class ahead of Phil Law- 
rence and Erick Hilton. Hilton took 
control] early in moto two and rode 
to the win but Lamson finished 
second to grab the overall victory. 


Suzuki's Buddy Antunez once 
again demolished the 80cc Expert 
class with wins in both motos. 
Antunez has now won the overall at 
every round. Butch Smith came 
home second in each moto and Dana 
Wiggins took third with 4-3 rides. e

Tom Reiser walked off with 
first place in the 750cc class 
while Greg Williams beat Tim 
Fraizer by .01 seconds for top 


honors in the 500cc class at round 
five of the Pro Hillclimb Series held 
at Jefferson. 

After a rainout at Freemansburg, 
Pennsylvania, Jast week the Class A 
hillclimbers put on a super show.

Reiser was the last rider of the day 
when he shot off the line, jumped 
the first breaker and flew on over the 
hill. He was the only rider to jump 
the first breaker. His HR750 Harley- 
Davidson took him over the hill in 
5.25 seconds. This beat USA Racing 
Team teammate Randy Gabriel’s 
time by .58 seconds. Lou Gerencer, 
also on an HR750, finished third 
with a 5.74 second ride, just .01 
seconds slower than Gabriel’s ride. 
BSA pilot Earl Bowlby finished 
fourth with a 5.85 second ride and 
Triumph-mounted Danny Halcomb 
finished fifth. 

STP Special Honda rider Willi- 
ams squeaked by BSA pilot Fraizer 
with a 6.09 second ride to win the 
500cc class. Triumph-mounted 
Doug Kreeger was third with a time 
of 6.72 seconds. David Hale and 
Ralph Kreeger, also on Triumphs 
finished fourth and fifth, 
respectively. 

This series ends at Oregonia, 
Ohio, on October 11. Gerencer leads 
the 750cc class in the points race for 
the number one plate. He is closely 
followed by Bowlby, Gabriel and 
Reiser.

Ever want to race at the Isle 


of Man? How about drive a | 


Grand Prix car at Monte 
Carlo? Too far? Can’t afford it? 


Well, in Steamboat Springs, you can 
— race through the streets that 1s, 
lamp posts, curbs and all. 

For the past four years, the.city of 
Steamboat Springs, along with the 
MRA have played host to an historic 
road race. The course winds around 
1.9 miles (10 turns) of condominiums 
and restaurants, on both blacktop 
and cement, and all at 67 feet above 
sea level. This year’s event, however, 
was a combo points event, the 
AHRMaA National final, and round 
nine of the CVRG Championship 
Series, thus the pressure was on to 
gain those all important (last chance) 
National points. 

With that pressure, race one of the 
day would be the hottest, coming 
down between two California riders; 
Craig McLean and Bret Morshead, 
with the East Coasters; Marco Polo 
and Erich Bley getting a very slim 
chance at the 350cc Lightweight 
Championship. : 

With the bikes grided and the two 
minute board up, it looked as though 
Team Obsolete’s Marco Polo (AJS 
7R) was out even before it started, 
his engine quit, though luckily 
starting as the one-minute board 
appeared. With the flag down it was 
the WCBR/Hap Jones/Avon/Cas- 
trol/Shoei-sponsored Ducati of Mor- 
shead pulling the holeshot over 
Team Obsolete’s Dave Roper (AJS 
7R) and McLean’s Motorcycles 
Unltd./Castrol/Shoei Manx Norton. 
The trio being followed by Bill 
McLain’s Honda, and Fred Mork’s 
Mork Racing/Castrol/Shoei-spon- 
sored ex-Lawwill Aermacchi. 

By turn two McLean was around 
Roper and in pursuit of Morshead, 
both knowing that one of them had 
to beat the other to take the cham- 
pionship. For four laps the trio ran 
in that order, seemingly faster each 
go-around.. On lap-five, Roper, with 
the 7R AJS, put a move on McLean, 
taking over second and showing 
McLean the fast way around. Craig 
followed Roper’s every move. 

Morshead now knew McLean had 
eee ey back. By lap-seven Roper 
decided he wanted up front and took

over the top spot from Morshead. All 
Morshead had to do now was finish 
ahead of McLean and the champion- 
ship was his, so was the honor of 
fastest lap. All hopes were soon 
shattered. Halfway through the 
eighth lap Morshead was still hold- 
ing on to Roper, but McLean had 
closed the gap as the trio lapped 
traffic. As the three entered the 
chicane; Morshead went in hot, but 
instead of a small drift, it was now 
a big slide — right into the hay bales 
with McLean narrowly making ‘it 
through. Morshead was sidelined, 
his gas tank holed and forks bent as 
all he could do was watch his chance 
of a National title go to McLean 
(Morshead is "86 CVRG 350cc Cham- 
pion and leads ’87 points also), and 
the win to Roper. Roper’s teammate 
Marco Polo finished third some three 
quarters of a lap back. 

Race two consisted of four differ- 
ent classes; F750, Sportsman 750, 
Pre-’50 and 250cc Lightweight. In 
the F750 class the championship had 
already been decided with Pete 

ohnson beating out Dave Roper and 
in Pre-’50 class it was again Atlanta’s 
Beno Rodi taking top honors. 

The 250cc Lightweight race 
looked as though it would be a shoot- 
out like the 350cc Lightweight event. 
CVRG rider Mike Green against East 
Coaster Wendall Ware. Ware’s race, 
however, was over before it started. 
During morning practice the crank- 
shaft in his Ducati leg go, sending 
him into the hay at turn one ending 
his day. Green, the Daytona and Mid- 
Ohio winner, was both disappointed 
and relieved, saying later, “All I had 
to do was finish ahead of Wendall 
and number one is mine.” Laguna 
Seca and Sears Point winner Jeff 
Hecox (another CVRG Wrecking 
Crew member along with Green and 
Walden) had a day almost as bad. 
Coming to Steamboat third in 
points, his hopes were high for 
second in year-end points, but he too 
lost an engine. 

Green’s WCBR/Hap_  Jones/ 
Avon/Castrol/Shoei-sponsored 
Ducati pulled the holeshot, but Dave 
Walden on the Mork Racing/Avon/ 
Castrol Yetman-Ducati wasn’t going 
for it, and he tried to stuff Green as 
they ran through Sportsman 750cc 
class traffic. For a couple of laps the 
two put on a show, but Green later 
slowed (to save his motor). Knowing 
the points situation, he let Walden 
run away, bringing him into second 
in National points. From pit side it 
looked as though Walden slowed on 
the last few laps, not bothering to 
lap third, fourth or fifth positions 
of Gordon Pulis, John Hayes and 
Ken Baker. 

In the Sportsman 750cc class, Bob 
Marquart beat out Robert Smith for 
the win. 


In race three, 17 500cc Sportsman 
machines lined up for their final.. 
“Wrecking Crew” member Dan 
Phillips, aboard a BSA B50, pulled 
the holeshot over fellow member 
Dave Walden’s T100 Triumph, with 
Barry Messenger in tow, also T100 
mounted. Points leader Glenn Tow- 
ery (Triumph T100) wasn’t having 
a good day, and his chance of a top 
finish dropped with each lap as he 
overcooked a number of turns, each 
time reentering the course only to 
finish 16th. 

Up front Walden had taken the 
lead from Phillips, while Messenger 
still held a secure third. Another 
California rider, Dan Cartwright 
with the Chicken Ranch Racing 
Triumph, was slowly moving up 
from ‘a bad start and was now 
hounding John Scott for fourth. 

The largest grid of the day was the 
long awaited Premier 500 event, 
boasting 19 starters. At first it was 
thought this race wouldn’t be very 
exciting, as the 500cc championship 
in all reality had gone to Johnson 
and his Fast-by-Farrachi Drixton- 
Honda. Obsolete’s Roper was first 
away, taking Johnson, McLean, Dan 
Phillips and Green (250 WCBR- 
Ducati) in tow. Immediately, Roper 
started pulling away from Johnson, 
while McLean’s G50 Matchless put 
a small margin on Phillips’ BSA. 


By turn five on lap two Green’s 
rear brake arm snapped and he 
pulled off a lap later, leaving Fred 
Mork’s 350 Aermacchi in fifth. On 
lap three, Mike Wilson, on a bor- 
rowed BSA Goldstar, was round the 
lightweights of Mork and McLain 
(Honda), but couldn’t catch Phillips. 
Not too far behind, and also making 
ground was the other Team Obsolete 
G50 of Marco Polo, now up to sixth. 
With six laps to go McLean over- 
cooked the very tight left hand 
hairpin (turn one), locking the 
wheels and sliding past the turn with 
right-lock on, then high-siding at an 
almost standstill. McLean quickly 
picked it up and pushed off to restart 
right in front of Phillips, who was 
now third. McLean roared off at 
breakneck speeds, catching and 
repassing Phillips in under two laps, 
while making time on Johnson. 
Roper took the win with a 23-second 
margin over Johnson while McLean 
finished third, some nine seconds 
back.

Many Expert riders con- 
sulted each other as to the best line 
to take. The line that enabled the 
riders to continue through the 
section involved a five foot shear 
drop off with only a bike length 
available to start a steep left turn up 
a 10 foot high banked rock wall. Jodi 
Richardson broke the ice with a three 
for the first Expert rider to reach the 
end, flags. Both Hamonn and Pyle 
scored less than a three here on their 
first rides. 

Senior Advanced rider Art Webster 
once again battled his way through 
to first with 84 points lost. Gary 
Conrad, aboard a new Fantic 303, 
was riding well on the first two loops 
although he couldn’t match Webs- 
ter’s final loop and had to settle for 
91 points and third place behind Jack 
Hemingway.

Team Obsolete’s Marco Polo, 
aboard a newly-restored Matchless 
G50-MX, grabbed the holeshot in the 
first moto of the Premier-500 (Pre-

'65) Amateur race, followed closely 
by Beno Rodi’s Indian-Velo single 
while Mork and Larry Ubaldi were 
both caught off guard, getting away 
late. 

After the start, Ubaldi, Matchless 
mounted, and Mork were away and 
charging hard to make lost ground 
on the G50 of Polo. Mork finished 
third in moto one, while Ubaldi took 
first Expert. 

In the second go around, Ubaldi 
and Mork took the lead, with Beno 
Rodi and Polo in tow. Mork took 
the win over Rodi, with Polo down 
to third, while Ubaldi again took the 
win in the Expert class. 

Earlier in the day the Vet (Expert) 
race was held for old bikes of any 
size, and riders over 30. Since the grid 
was full of Pre-’74 two-strokes, it was 
surprising to see a four-stroke third 
in turn one, and first by turn two.

Smith got his 430XC off to a flying 
start and was dicing it out for the 
lead with Team Honda’s.Ashcraft as 
the front-runners reached the bomb. 
The course hit a fast section just after 
the bomb and Smith was out in front 
with Vet 250cc pilot Mark Zoller and 
Ashcraft hard on his heels. 

The terrain got tighter and the 
pace slowed for the second half of 
loop one, but Smith did not miss a 
beat. He completed the 37-mile 
section in just under an hour and 
headed off into the 32 miles of loop 
two, a full minute ahead of Ashcraft. 

Darren Cartwright had recovered 
from a dismal start and worked his 
way up to grab third overall, just two 
minutes behind Ashcraft as the racers 
headed into pit row, while Don 
Griewe rocketed from llth at check 
one to claim fourth. Paul Krause 
held the number five spot, and Eric 
Hallgath had the 125cc lead in llth 
overall. 

The rocks and technical terrain of 
loop two marked a complete change 
from the fast-paced sand of the first 
loop. 

Six miles into the second loop, 
Smith was still out in front and had 
stretched his lead to a minute and 
a half over Ashcraft. Griewe moved 
up to grab third overall from Cartw- 
right but an almost bald rear 
sprocket forced the hard-charging 
Kawasaki pilot to drop out of the 
race just a few miles later putting 
Cartwright back into third.

Smith was still going strong as the 
course wove through serpentine 
trails above Anderson Dry Lake.

In the 250cc Intermediate Rodney 
Orron took charge on a Honda. In 
second was Kawasaki rider Lex 
Rowland while Randy Chum was 
trying to fight off Roger Ambs in 
third. Crum passed Rowland and 
took over second, while Brantley 
gassed his way to third with Stan 
Perry taking over fourth, putting 
Rowland down to fifth. On the sixth 
lap Orr, Brantley and Crum were 
dicing in tight combat, pushing hard 
at each other but the positions held. 
At the finish line it was close between 
Orr and Brantley with Crum back 
a ways. Perry and Rowland finished 
out the top five. 

Crum looked like he was cruising 
for a win as he charged off the line 
in the second moto. Orr and Ambs 
were close behind. By the second lap 
Perry had bypassed Ambs. The 
fourth lap proved to be disastrous for 
Ambs as problems dumped him 
down to ninth. The rest of the moto 
stayed the same with Crum taking 
the win, but Orr’s 1-2 gave him the

hopeless association and therefore 
doesn’t deserve your support. 
Whether anyone likes it or not we 
desperately need a strong, effective 
and successful AMA. On the national 
scene, it’s still the only ball game in 
town, kinda like the NRA for the gun 
folks. There really is something you 
— yes, you the individual — can do 
to make the AMA as effective and 
responsive as so many other groups 
are for their constituents. 

In these times the last thing we 
can afford is infighting; the enemy 
is Not within. I'll be the first to agree 
that the AMA has not lived up to 
the goals and aspirations either they 
or you and I have desired. I belong 
tothe AMA for the third time, having 
dropped out in frustration and 
rejoined in veined hope. In a few 
years I'll be an earned life member 
and not have to pay those silly dues 
anymore. Then I can continue 
bitching about the AMA for free. 

As a member of the AMA I've got 
the right to bitch and complain as 
well as compliment the association. 
But I have come to get really groveled 
by those who snivel about the AMA, 
yet refuse to join. It’s akin to rapping 
Ronnie Reagan or Alan Cranston or 
Senator Danforth by people who 
didn’t vote. You, non-member and 
non-voters, have the right to bitch, 
but I’ve got an authority to complain 
above that. 

No one on this globe has blasted 
the AMA over the years more than 
have I. The same goes for the local 
AMA district affiliate. I’ve usually 
thought I was a one person cam- 
paign and oftimes have been that. 
But sometimes, over the long haul, 
they’ve listened.-A change here, an 
improvement there. The process and 
changes have been too slow to react 
to natural progress and endless 
unknown issues which crop up 
though. 

The one thing I’ve been able to 
key in on regarding the AMA, unlike 
the dozen or so other organizations 
I belong to, is its dreadfully poor 
input by members, former members 
and prospective members (that’s 
everyone else in the sport). Media are 
deeply hesitant to write about the 
AMA because of the scolding they 
receive from the association’s corres- 
pondence center. Members and clubs 
I’ve been with for over 25 years have 
typically expressed downright disin- 
terest in approaching the AMA 
directly with their concerns because 
of anxiety about backlash or disre- 
gard they might receive, perceived or 
real. 

The AMA has not done a thorough 
job of assessing its now and future 
members as do other national special 
interest groups. I must get upwards 
of a hundred surveys along with 
solicitations for financial support 
every year from the other outfits I 
belong to. I get half that many more 
(three are on my desk right now) 
from offshoot associations who want 
my interest views and/or money. I 
respond to every single question- 
naire because it does make a differ- 
ence regarding the direction these 
groups take regarding my concerns. 
I also send off my fair share of “‘tax 
deductible” contributions too. 

There’s really two thoughts here. 
One, is that I have never, ever 
received an questionnaire survey 
(excluding the near invisible queries 
on the back of renewal forms) from 
the AMA. I could name you a dozen 
or a hundred or a thousands times 
when I’ve communicated with an 
AMA person on an issue only to 
discover that they know absolutely 
nothing about the matter. No one 


ever. told.zhem. Inuthe* chicken and 


egg. scenario, is that my fault or. 


theirs? 

Secondly, I’ve heard more times 
than memory serves about the cast- 
in-concrete, non-involved biker. He 


-won’t join up. He won't get 


involved. He won’t write a letter. He 
won’t part with a buck. He won't, 
he won’t. This has come from AMA 
hierarchy through industry manage- 
ment to imbecilic fair weather riders. 
Well I say that’s bull hockey! 

Just look at what’s happened with 
Cranston’s Wilderness Bill and 
Danforth’s Motorcycle Safety Act, 
just to name a couple. Hundreds of 
thousands of riders responded to 
politicians as well as to the media, 
in particular Cycle News. I see the 
demographic figure every day on the 
riding community. They're drop- 
ping thousands of dollars every year 
on bikes and parts and accessories 
and service. This is disposible 
income, not someone’s grocery 
money. 

There are no starving Ethiopians 
or war-ravaged Afgans or water- 
logged boat people buying bikes in 
America. There are more than 100 
Magazines, newspapers and newslet- 
ters going out to bikers in this 
country alone. By the national 
average, motorcyclists and ATVers 
and the like take home fully 50% 
more income than the national 
family average. We may well be the 
most media-informed special interest 
group in the U.S.A., possibly the 
world. 

Weare comparably highly affluent 
and literate. We’re far more mone- 
tarily involved than, say, shooters or 
environmentalists. Guns only cost a 
few hundred bucks apiece and posey 
sniffing is free. There’s possibly 
more bike publications available 
than all the gun and environmental 
media combined. 

This is all to say that the AMA 
needs input, your opinion. After all, 
the AMA and its national programs 
represent us all whether you’re a 
member or not. No other organiza- 
tion is, by design or accident, in that 
position. Your opinions and views, 
member or not, are what the AMA 
requires first and foremost in order 
to target its energies most effectively 
and most accurately. 


So instead of bitching to your 
buddies, sniveling at the races, 
complaining to your club or whin- 
ing to the magazines, send me a note 
about the AMA. Justa few words will 
do. What is it you want the AMA 


‘to do for you? More political and 


legislative action? More or less 
racing, professional and sportsman? 
Open an office in L.A. or Washing- 
ton, DC, or . . .? Improve our image? 
Send out surveys? Open an 800 hot 
line? 

List in order, top to bottom, your 
priorities. Let me know if you’re an 
AMA member or not and if you used 
to be. Tell me briefly what it would 
take for you to join. And lastly, 
would you support financial contri- 
butions (tax deductible) for a legis- 
lative action division. I know tt 
sounds like a lot. But for all of you 
that have bitched to me or listened 
to me carry on about the AMA, this 
may be a ripe opportunity. 

You see, the AMA has asked me 
to get together with them. I’m not 
positive of their interests and 
motives, but I’ve certainly let it be 
known that there are lots and lots 
of vital matters regarding rider con- 
cerns we will discuss. That’s where 
I need your help, your input. Send 
off your opinions and concerns to 
Cycle News, the AMA, PO Box 498, 
Long Beach, CA 90801. And keep 
writing to keep riding.

Riding history:When I was a 
kid—about ten years old—I remem- 
ber a guy in our town had a Vin- 
cent. And of course we thought he 
was very worldly—he could actual- 
ly drive all the way to the next 
town. We were just in awe of the 
guy, and his Vincent. 


A little later some friend gave us a 
broken-down Honda 90. Being the 
good mechanics we were, we took 
it apart and painted the piston red 
and the cylinder head yellow. Then 
we threw away all that paper that 
was clogging up the engine—we 
later found out those were called 
gaskets. : 


I had a couple of beat-up Japanese 
bikes, and then in ’79 I got a CBX, 
because the engine reminded me so 


much of a Ferrari. I crashed that 
one, got another, a faired °81 CBX, 
but by that time I was losing inter- 
est in modern bikes—they seemed 
too complex and hard to work on. 
In ’81 I looked around and bought 
my first Vincent, the Rapide. 


Riding the old English bikes is like 
piloting a plane—you walk around 
the bike before you get on, just to 
make sure everything is all right. 


I must admit, I enjoy working on 
the bikes. For every hour I ride I 
would say I easily spend another 
hour tinkering, because it’s some- 
thing I enjoy. 


I guess I like older bikes for the 
same reason I like antique watches, 
or anything else that’s well made. I 
don’t like the new fully enclosed 
motorcycles—I tend not to like any 
motorcycle I can’t see through. 


Motorcycles look right. It’s like 
people who can sit and stare at a 
Chagall or a Renoir for hours. I'll 
come out here in the garage and 
just let my eyes wander over the 
Vincents and the Broughs—to me, 
it’s artwork. The castings, the way 
everything is held together—it’s 
kinetic art, I guess you’d call it. 


Motorcycles and show busi- 
ness: I try to promote motorcy- 
cling when I can. I’ve ridden my 
Harley onto the stage of the David 
Letterman show, the Tonight Show, 
and Merv Griffin. I like doing it 
with the Harley because it’s an, 
American-made bike, and I’m an 
American comedian. There’s a cer- 
tain national chauvinism that’s fun.

I think people like that. 


When I ride my Vincent or the 
Harley to a show, people stop and 


- wave. It’s a whole different atmos- 


phere. It’s fun sometimes to pull 


‘into the Tonight Show on my 


bike—it shows that I’ve got a little 
different point of view. 


Magazine: I like the fact that 
MOTORCYCLIST covers only 
street bikes—I don’t have much 
interest in dirt bikes. And I 
especially like the project series 
where Joe Minton or somebody 
else takes a bike and, over the 
course of a few months, tests vari- 
ous bolt-on horsepower accessories. 
The idea of earning your horse- 
power appeals to me—you can get 
a bike in stock trim and learn to 
ride it, and then, as you improve 
as a rider, you can add the power 
as you learn to use it. I like Joe’s 
tech pieces because they’re written 
for the layman, because he talks 
about real-world horsepower that 
you can achieve in your own 
garage. 


I like the “Off the Record” sec- 
tions, because there are lots of 
bikes I don’t want to read the 
whole test on—I just want to read © 
the opinions of the guys on the 
magazine staff.
